Beach 'wish list' becomes 



reality at General Assembly

The city's "wish list"" this year turned 
into reality as the Virginia 1999 General 
Assembly concluded its 1999 session the 
end of February. The signing — that's 
when Gov. James Gilmore signs the 
house and senate bills into law — will 
take place early in April. 

City Manager James K. Spore reported 
to City Council at a workshop Tuesday 
that the "city did exceptionally well on 
virtually all of the issues council request- 



ed to be addressed. 

Especially gratifying was one of the 
snialler allocations, $250,000 over the 
biennium for the Contemporary Art Cen- 
ter of Virginia. This is the first time that 
the state has provided support for the la- 
cility. 

Among the successes: 

■ Under House Bill 599 funding, the 
city will be receiving $9,766,322 in addi- 
tion to the city's existing appropriation 
for law enforcement beginning the next 
fiscal year. The expectation is the addi-

tional funds will continue indefinitely. 

■ The city will receive $9,877,676 in 
lottery aid to local govJ^ments during 
the current fiscal year ending June 30, 
1999 and $9,725,562 for the fiscal yea- 
ending June 30, 2000. That's 10 percent 
higher than proposed by the governor. 
Half of the funds must be used for school 
construction, renovation or technology 
and the other half may be used toward 
any educational need. The governor is op- 
posed to any strings being attached to 
these funds. 

The state is retaining 60 percent of the 
lottery funds under the Senate plan which 
was approved, Robert Matthias, assistant 
city manger for legislative affairs. The 
house plan, he said, would have returned 



100 percent to the localities which 
would have provided the city with $20 
million a year in lottery funding begin- 
ning fiscal year 2000 and continuing 
every year thereafter. The city still will 
have $2.4 million awarded by the state 
last year for school construction. 

■ The Virginia Marine Science Muse- 
um will receive a total of $2 million, 
representing an increase of $1 million 
above last year's appropriation. The gov-, 
emor added $500,000 and the General As- 
sembly added another $500,000. The 
money will be used for the planning of 
Phase in of the Marine Science Museum.

Carlos Wilson honored by state 
as its outstanding older worker

The grand old dame has been sitting 
on the hill witnessing time's passage 
longer than most Virginia Beach resi- 
dents have been around. 

She has witnessed the flamboyancy 
of the roaring '20s, the pennypinching 
'30s, blackouts along the beachfront 
during World War II, "tea" dances 
where tea was the last thing guests 
thought about consuming, the gradual 
decline of the resort strip in the '70s 
and its revival in the '80s and '90s. 

The venerable Cavalier on the Hill 
isn't just a hotel — it's a trip through 
the decades peeking into the lives of 
the rich and famous, the powerful and 
the prestiged. 

If the Cavalier had eyes, Carlos 
Wilson would be them. 

Dubbed "Mr. Cavalier" by some, the 
77-year-old Wilson has worked at the 
grand old dame since he was a school 
boy in 1938. Today he's director of 
guest services across the street at the 
newer Cavalier built in 1973. 

Still, he can't help but look across 
the road, up the gentle green slopes, 
remember "what was" and wish for just 
one more visit back to those days. 

Wilson has packed lots of memories 
' " his 61 years with the hotel. Proud 
of the place he has held in Cavalier's 
history, he eagerly shares fond remem- 
brances. 



Few can boast ot such a long tenure 
with one employer. Even fewer can say 
that they're the 1999 Virginia Out- 
standing Older Worker. 

Wilson, a naUve of Princess Anne 
County and lifelong resident of Vir- 
ginia Beach, has bragging rights to 
both. 

"I started working 'round here 
in 1938 as a busboy in the dining room. 
I'd go to school in the morning, come 
hBme and mother made us go to work. 
We had a one-room school, so some of 
us would go in the morning and some 
in the afternoon, I'd leave school about 
noon, catch the trolley from Norfolk 
coming down the street and go to 
work," he recounted. 

After his evenings' duties. Wilson 
stayed overnight in the hotel's employ- 
ee quarters before catching an early 
morning trolley for home and school. 
The cost was 15 cents a ride, enough 
to make a substantial dent in his $29-a- 
month salary. 

Cleaned and pressed uniforms, 10 
cents a day, were another considera- 
tion. 

"I've done a little bit of everything in 
my lifetime working here," Wilson 
said. 

He has waited on guests in the Hunt 
Room and the Pocahontas Dining

Right-of-way fee draws comments

The president of the Virginia Beach 
Council of Civic Organizations 
(VBCCO) tagged the proposed telecom- 
munications rights-of-way use fee a "re- 
gressive tax." 

Wally Erb, representing the VBCCO, 
said that the organization will have no 
general meeting until next Wednesday — 
council is expected to act on the fee at 
next Tuesday's meeting — but that infor- 
mal responses are not all that positive. 
At a public hearing on the fee, scheduled 
at last week's work session when the fee 
was first explained, Erb said that council 



really needed to look at the city's total 
tax bill. He said that a lot of little (rev- 
enue) streams may look better, but that 
there is a danger to the families on fixed 
incomes or families just starting out. He 
said that people are taxed just getting up 
in the morning. 

Al Wallace said he was against the user 
fee. He said that half of the Anticipated 
$1.5 million in revenue expected from the 
tax is said to be for schools, but the city 
should find another way. 

He said the 50 cents a month per line 
may not seem to be much,, but many 
struggling families are out there who 
need telephones for their work. 



Legislation adopted by the 1998 Gener- 
al Assembly allows localities to capture 
the value for use of rights-of-way by tele- 
phone companies. Localities receive 
compensation only from cable now. 

City Manager James K. Spore has em- 
phasized that the city wanted legislation 
requiring the companies to pay, but the 
legislation requires the payment of 50 
cents per month per line from the users. 

Wallace asked. Show your compassion 
for our community; telephones are a ne- 
cessity and should be off-limits. I will 
support any other means to raise money 
for schools." 

He asked that the citizens be given in- 



formation eariier so that they can work 
with the city. 

"1 don't like fast tract user fees," he 
said. 

Robert Dean, president of the Virginia" 
Beach Citizens Action Coalition, Inc., 
and a former city council member, said 
that government should learn how to do 
more with less, jusit as the private sector 
does. He said that any business operating 
today that tries to please all is doomed to 
failure.

Imperial Richmond should let its people go'

All the clamor by the conserva- 
tives to return governmental power 
to the states doesn't help Virginians 
very much — 
it is our own 
capitol that 
blocks our 
way to the 
future. Nei- 
ther our state 
house nor 
legislature 
believe in 
devolution 
when it 
comes to the 
cities and 
counties un- 
_der their do- 
main. 

While lo- 

c a 1 i t i e s 
struggle under the burden of crum- 
bling and shortage of schools, inad- 
equate roads and insufTicient funds to 
support libraries, community polic- 
ing, youth programs, recreational fa- 
cilities, the arts or the modernization 
of all governmental services, Rich- 
mond has the gall to brag about its 
budgetary surplus. 

Might we respectfully remind our 
state government that amidst its claim 
of Virginia's good governance, its 
citizens are coping with unaffordable 
health care, exorbitant college tu- 
ition, disappearing employment ben- 
efits, an unprotected environment, 
inadequate mental health services and 
taxes levied on every public resource 
from communication to energy, all of 
which fall squarely within the regula- 
tory power of the Commonwealth. 
What a joke! 

How on earth did Virginia cities 
and counties get themselves into this 
mess? Basically, it began with an 
idiotic decision by the Virginia Su- 
preme Court commonly referred to 
as the "Dillon Rule." That decision 
made it unconstitutional for locali- 
ties to pass any measure which af- 
fects revenues raised within the lo- 
calities without thepermission of the 
General Assembly. 



Huh? That is the equivalent of 
claiming that the House of Burgess 
did not have the right to raise rev- 
enues in the Virginia colony without 
the consent of Parliament. Didn't we 
fight a whole revolution over that 
principle 225 years ago? 

Ironically, the cities themselves 
have been complacent in furthering 
the increase of Richmond's power. 
In the 1980s thecities agreed to waive 
their right to annex neighboring coun- 
ties in exchange for state funds that 
never materialized. That waiver is 
expired this year, but was renewed in 
return for a one-time payment of im- 
pact fees. 

Admittedly, it is easy to see why 
the cities of Hampton Roads are will- 
ing to subjugate their annexation 
power for impact fees. Having been 
carved up into five contiguous inde- 
pendent cities, there are very few 
neighboring counties for any city in 
our region to annex. But the decision 
to divide Hampton Roads into five 
independentcities cannot be defended 
on any rational basis in the first place. 

When subdivided in the 1960s, 
much of Norfolk and Portsmouth and 
nearly all of Virginia Beach, Chesa- 
peake and Suffolk, were composed 
of agricultural and suburban areas. In 
the 40 years hence that composition 
has not changed except that most of 
the region has become more subur- 
ban than rural. Everywhere else in 
America surrounding suburbs are 
sections of cities, not independent 
entities. 

Even Portsmouth is not an obvious 
city separate and apart from Norfolk. 
Both downtowns bound the opposite 
shores of the teaming port which is 
the nucleus upon which our metro- 
politan area grew up in the first place. 

The long-range detriment of a gov- 
ernmental structure that duplicates 
bureaucracy and thwarts efficiency 
can not be overstated. If our region 
hopes to compete with the eastern 
port cities of Charleston, Baltimore 
and Philadelphia, or with Seattle, 
Portland, St. Louis, Minneapolis, 
Raleigh, Toledo and Pittsburgh for 



the high-tech business of the future, it 
must first become a true metropolis. 
The whole concept of five contigu- 
ous, independent cities must be 
chucked out the window. 

In addition, a re-chartering of 
Hampton Roads into one major met- 
ropolitan area composedof five sepa- 
rate burroughs would give our region 
real clout in Richmond. If nothing 
else, it would prevent our region from 
continually taking a back seat to state 
priority afforded the populous and 
very powerful County of Fairfax in 
northern Virginia. 

It is a sure bet imperial Richmond 
will block any effort by our region to 
consolidate Hampton roads into a 
single metropolis and be equally hos- 
tile to any constitutional amendment 
that nullifies the "Dillon Rule." For- 
tunately, 1999 is an election year for 
both the Senate and the General As- 
sembly and the powers-that-be are 
not the only voice that has the option 
of being heard. 

The time has come to demand our 
political leaders stop hiding behind 
the farce of "regionalism." We can 
not bring the needed unity to bear on 
issues that seriously impact Hamp- 
ton Roads without a centralized gov- 
ernment empowered to make deci- 
sions in keeping with the long-term 
best interest of the entire region. 

Let' s face it — the cities of Hamp- 
ton Roads are going to sink or swim 
together — none are going anywhere 
without the rest. 

If you care about the arts, schools, 
roads, mass transit, the environment, 
public safety , economic development 
and eliminating government waste, a 
"greater metropolitan Norfolk" is 
your issue. As taxpayers we have 
very right to expect our state repre- 
sentatives to care more about our 
future than the "good old boy sys- 
tem" that enhances their personal 
power over local government. 

Let' s hope such leadership emerges 
before it is too late for Hampton Roads 
to catch the crest of the wave into the 
2 1 St century.

Debunking more 
popular myths 

The popular image of the frontier 
as a place of violence is only partly 
due to the fact that the place often was 
violent. Most of it is due to hype, 
particularly 
Hollywood 
hype. 

The truth 
is many more 
people have 
died in Hol- 
1 y w d 
Westerns 
than ever 
died on the 
real frontier 
(Indian wars 
considered 
apart). In the 
real Dodge 
City, for in- 
stance, there 
werejustfive 
killings in 
1878. The 
most homicidal year in the little 
town's frontier history was scarcely 
enough to sustain a typical two-hour 
movie. 

In the most violent year in Dead- 
wood, S.D., only four people were 
killed. In the worst year in Tomb- 
stone, Ariz, home of the shootout at 
the OK Corral, only five people were 
killed. The only reasons the corral 
shootout even became famous was 
that boosters deliberately overplayed 
the drama to attract new settlers. 

"They eventually cashed in on the 
tourist boom," historian W. Eugene 
Hollon says, "by inventing a myth 
about a town too tough to die." 

The most notorious cow towns in 
Kansas — Abilene, Dodge City, 
Ellsworth, Wichita and Coldwell — 
did see comparatively more violence 
than similar-size small towns else- 
where, but probably not as much vio- 
lence as is believed. 

Records indicate that between 1870 
to 1 885, just 45 murders occurred in 
the towns. Most surprisingly, there is 
no evidence anyone was ever killed 
in a frontier shootout at "high noon." 
In fact, few of those who are famous 
for shooting people shot as many 
people as is commonly thought. 

Billy the Kid was a "psychopathic 
murderer," but he hadn't killed 21 
people by the time he was 2 1 . Hollon 
says authorities "can only account 
for three men he killed for sure, and 
there were probably no more than 
three or four more. 

"Bat Masterson is another over- 
rated killer. He's been credit^id, says 
Hollon, with killing between 20 and 
30 men. "The actual number was 
only three." 

Bill Cody's reputation as a gun- 
si inger seemed like pure fiction — 
and was. For it was only in dime 
novels, which he himself had a hand 
in writing, that Cody resorted so of- 
ten to gunfire. As he acknowledged 
in a letter to his publisher, he didn't 
care much for the truth. 

"I am sorry to have to lie so outra- 
geously in this yarn — " Cody was a 
good shot and is said to have proved 
it repeatedly at the bison-killing con- 
tests where he earned the name Buf- 
falo Bill. But he didn't kill many 
Indians and when he was old his 
estranged wife revealed he has been 
wounded in combat with Indians only 
once, not 1 37 times as he claimed.

In 1971, then- Virginia Secretary 
of Human Resources Otis Brown 
mobilized a task force consisting of 
state and local human service offi- 
cials from 
Chesapeake 
and Virginia 
Beach and 
charged them 
with devel- 
oping a pilot 
program of 
community 
services for 
young chil- 
dren. These 
services 
would allevi- 
ate behavior 
and learning 
problems 
likely to re- 
Mayor Meyera sultindelin- 
Oberndorf ^^^^^ behav- 
iors during 
adolescence. 
The collaborative efforts of this 
task force resulted in the establish- 
ment of a day, residential and outpa- 
tient facility for elementary school- 
age children with behavioral prob- 
lems to serve. the cities of Virginia 
Beach and Chesapeake: the Pendleton 
Child Service Center. 

This community-based treatment 
facility's mission is to re-educate 
children ages 5 to 12.years old who 
areexperiencing behavioral problems 
at home and/or at school . These prob- 
lems may include aggression, defi- 
ance, lying, stealing, temper tantrums, 
poorpeerrelations and failure to com- 
plete school work. 

Professionals at Pendleton work 
directly with the child, the family, 
teachers and significant others to de- 
sign specialized treatment programs 
to help the child function more suc- 
cessfully at home, at school and in the 
community. 

In 1973, out-client treatment ser- 
vices were initiated and residential 
treatment services commenced the 
following summer. Since that time, 
the Pendleton Child Service Center 
has cared for more than 7,500 chil- 
dren. 

The Day Treatment Program helps 
children whose main problems are 
schooi^relAted. This service is avail- 
able at the Virginia Beach facility as 
well as at a Chesapeake site. 

The Residential Treatment Pro- 
gram operates 24 hours a day, five 
days a week. Children return home 
on weekends to practice new skills 
and strengthen family relationships. 
The time frame for both the Day 
Treatment and the Residential Treat- 
ment Programs is between 12 to 14 
weeks. Oftentimes the follow-up with 
the families can take up to one full 
year. 



Other than the two programs listed. 
The Pendleton Child Service Center 
offers a continuum of services such 
as: 

■ Assessment and counseling for 
children and families on an outclient 
basis. 

■ School consultations including 
classroom observations, behavioral 
contracting and recommendations to 
teachers. 

■ Parent skills training groups to 
emphasize positive parenting and ef- 
fective discipline techniques. 

■ Parent support groups and coun- 
seling sessions to meet the ongoing 
needs of their clients. 

■ System follow-up services to 
families and schools and referrals to 
other human service agencies as 
needed. 

Local interest in and commitment 
to this program is evidenced in many 
ways. 

The city of Virginia Beach assumed 
responsibility for the care and main- 
tenance of the initial facility and in 
1995 through an arrangement with 
Virginia Beach City Public Schools, 
an existing building was redesigned 
and remodeled specifically to meet 
all of the needs of the growing pro- 
gram. The current location on North 
Landing Road is the result of this 
collaboration. 

Today, the Pendleton Child Ser- 
vice Center continues as a commu- 
nity-based, multidisciplinary treat- 
ment facility for emotionally dis- 
turbed/behavioral disordered school- 
age children between the ages of 5- 
12. 

The facility's holistic approach to 
treatment and the focus on family 
involvement seeks to reinforce for 
the child and family that behavior is 
linked to consequences and to instill 
in everyone an understanding of his/ 
her responsibility for those behav- 
iors. 

Today, through the continuum of 
services they offer, Pendleton con- 
tinues toofferahighly effective treat- 
ment service. 

Although appropriations from the 
cities of Chesapeake and Virginia 
Beach, as well as the State General 
Assembly keep the doors of the 
Pendleton Child Service Center open, 
donations to help with this work are 
always appreciated. 

The Pendleton Child Service Cen- 
ter accepts referrals on a non-dis- 
criminatory basis from any source: 
parents, teachers, physicians and pub- 
lic and private agencies. To obtain a 
referral form or to request more in- 
formation, call or write: Pendleton 
Child Service Center, 2473 North 
Landing Rd., Virginia Beach, Va., 
23456.

Suspect sought in series 
of nine bank robberies 



Virginia Beach robbery investiga- 
tors need your assistance in locat- 
ing and identifying a dangerous' 
man who they believe is responsi- 
ble for nine bank robberies since 
Nov. 4. The latest bank robbery 
occurred Thursday, on Feb. 25 at 
about 5:40 p.m. 

The robbery occurred at the Bank 
of Tidewater located in the 700 
block of Lynnhaven Parkway, Vir- 
ginia Beach.

Up close and personal 
J(ennetfiJl. Ottey Jn: State trooper

In his starched uniform and shining badge 
State Trooper, Kenneth A. Ottey Sr. cuts a 
figure of respect. But he's just as comfort- 
able working witb youths to insure future 
generations take the right path in life. 

Working from headquarters in Deep 
Creek, Ottey's duty area includes Chesa- 
peake, Portsmouth and Suffolk. He is a resi- 
dent of Churchland. 

"I get around — it's a lot of miles of 
highways," he smiled. 

A native of Brooklyn, N.Y., Ottey joined 
the Army right out of high school and served 
nine and a half years active duty. His ser- 
vice included two toilis of duty in Germany. 
After his discharge, ^e worked for the U.S. 
Postal Service in Ne>\ York for a year be- 
fore looking for a new, safer place to raise 
his family. 

That's when he discovered Tidewater. An 
Army buddy lived in Hampton and Ottey 
had often visited him there. When he moved 
to Virginia he worked short stints at a ser- 
vice station and shipyard before going to 
work for the Portsmouth Sheriffs Office for 
a year. 

"While I was there I applied for the Vir- 
ginia State Police. I always wanted to be in 
law enforcement, but there was something 
about the state police that I really liked. My 
background is military and being a trooper 
was one of my dreams. I never thought they 
would accept me, but they did. I was sur- 
prised when they called me," he said. 

Like the Marines, the "elite" of U.S. mili- 
tary service, that's, how Ottey felt troopers 
were in the field of law enforcement. 

"Marines have an air of respect about 
them. I was a drill instructor in the Army, 
too, so that gave me the discipline to be a 
trooper," he added. 

Ottey calls the Virginia State Police his 
"dream job," one he's been settled in for six 
years. A defensive tactics instructor, he is a 
certified crime prevention specialist who 
goes into schools and the community to 
offer programs. 

Ottey said most people equate the Vir- 
ginia Slate Police with traffic enforcement, 
but that's not the only thing they do. Crime 
prevention allows him to work hands on 
with young people, something he especially 
relishes. 

"The crime prevention program came out 
about five or six years ago. We speak before 
non-pfofit organizations, religious groups, 
businesses, neighborhood watches, schools 
and the military," he explainei^. 

Two weekends ago Ottey ran a bobth at 
the NEAT crime fighting summit in 
Portsmouth, and he also enjoys working 
with the Chesapeake Crime Prevention 
Committee. Each year he sets up a display 
during Portsmouth DARE Day at City Park. 

Ottey's lectures cover subjects as diverse 
as good lighting, preventing burglaries and 
avoiding telemarketing scams. 

"Right now we've been fighting telemar^, 
keting frauds involving senior citizens. 
There have been a rash of calls from people 
claiming to raise funds for the Virginia 
State Police, and we have to be especially 
careful about those. You'd be surprised how 
quickly these seniors can lose their life sav- 
ings to fraud." 

He warned, "The first thing I want to tell 
folks is that you try to get a phone number 
and call a solicitor back. If you can't get the 
number, that's a sign right there something 
is wrong. Also, never give your credit card 
number over the phone unless you initiated 
the call." 

Ottey said that although most people be- 
lieve "all we do is write speeding tickets," 
troopers jobs are much more diverse than 
that. And highways aren't the only areas 
over which they have jurisdiction — they 
have authority on city streets as well. 

"But speeding tickets are a way to discov- 
er other crimes," he continued. 

Ottey is active in the Masons and a paU'on 
for Order of the Eastern Star. He enjoys 
being involved civically in both personally 
and professionally. 

"As a law enforcement officer in the com- 
munity, kids are of special concern to me. I 
often work on my days off and don't mind. I 
tell them don't just stay in school, but do 
well in school. Kids worry me because some 
are so disrespectful and aggressive in deal- 
ing with law enforcement. You do what you 
can to reach them." 

The trooper with a big heart, Ottey can't 
resist doing good deeds. When senior citi- 




zens cars are broken down on the side of the 
road he's been known to personally change 
tires himself, even ruining a uniform in the 
process. 

"I just enjoy helping people where I can. 
I've always wanted to be in the position 
where I could help others," Ottey said.

Conference explores advantages of ecotourism

Virginia Beach's natural assets 
— its beaches, refuges, parks and 
marshlands — aren't just pretty. 
They're profitable, too. 

Those attending the fourth annual 
southeastern Ecotourism Sympo- 
sium last weekend learned just that. 

The Virginia Marine Science 
Museum played host to the one-day 
event. The theme, "Ecotourism 
Marketing Opportunities," featured 
lectures, planning sessions, 
roundtable discussions and a 
behind-the-scenes tour of the Sci- 
ence Museum. 

The Virginia Ecotourism Associ- 
ation (VETA), newly-formed at last 
year's symposium, defines ec»- 
tourism as "responsible travel to 
natural areas that conserves and in- 
terprets the environment and sus- 
tains the well-being of the local 
people.'' 

VETA gave an update on their 
progress in their one year of opera- 
tion. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf opened 
the symposium with remarks ic- 
minding the crowd how vital 
tourism is to Virginia Beach's 
economy.

Steve Millburg, travel md 
lifestyle editor for the bi-monthly 
magazine Coflsta/ Living, was the 
keynote speaker. His lecture, 
"Stcve'.s Top 10 Tips For Eco- 
tourism," included a slide show to 
compliment his lecture. 

Millburg gave practical advice to 
local ecotourism business owners 
on how to better market their com- 
panies and increase their profit 
margin without hurting the ecolo- 
gy- 
He also encouraged local busi- 
nesses to work with each other and

not compete for the same dollar. 

"Don't fight for a piece of the 
same pie, just enlarge the pie," he 
urged. 

Millburg called for ecotourism 
business to take advantage of mod- 
ern technology by using the Inter- 
net to advertise their businesses, 
He told entrepreneurs to be unique 
and to give customers value for 
their money. 

"Most importantly," he reminded 
the audience, "people are the most 
valuable asset." 

Randy Gore, owner and operator 
of Tidewater Adventures, a kayak- 
ing business, attended the confer- 
ence. 



"I always find conferences help- 
ful," he said. "I learn things, and I 
get to network with other business- 
es." 

Gore worked for other ecotourism 
businesses for several years, but 
went into business for himself 
three years ago. He agrees that eco- 
tourism is fairly new, but sees a 
bright future for his business, 

"With people getting healthy, it 
(ecotourism) will be around to 
stay," he said. "I have no doubts 
that this market will grow." 

Indeed, southeastern Virginia is 
an ideal location for ecotourism 
business. It is centrally located on 
the east coast and only a day's drive 



for one-third of the United States 
population. First Landing/Seashore 
State Park, Back Bay Natural 
Wildlife Refuge, False Cape State 
Park and North Landing River Nat- 
ural Area Preserve are all within a 
short drive for Hampton Roads res- 
idents. 

The city of Virginia Beach recog- 
nizes the ecotourism opportunities 
that it has to offer and has hired 
Bwkcr Campbell Farley and Mans- 
field to market ecotourism to the 
rest of the country. 

"This area has acres and acres of 
wilderness," said Susan Brimo- 
Cox, public relations account exec- 
utive with the firm. 



City fares well at General Assembly

■ Funds were added to the state 
budget which should guarantee that 
every detention home receives 50 
percent reimbursement for opera- 
tions and maintenance. The origi- 
nal provision stated reimbursement 
"up to 50 percent." Del. Glenn R. 
Croshaw, Del. Robert F. McDon- 
nell, and Sen, Kenneth W, StoUe 
worked especially hard on this leg- 
islation, according to staff. 

■ A study was commissioned 
with a reporting date of Oct. I, 
1999 to report on the advisability 
of the state to provide the full 50 
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percent reimbursement for deten- 
tion home construction and renova- 
tion. 

The city had sought legislation 
providing 50 percent of the cost, 
but this legislation did not pass be- 
cause of the long-term implications 
for the state. Spore plans to have 
the planning and engineering work 
done for the city detention home 
and will await the outcome of the 
study or possible action by the 
2000 General Assembly session 
before moving into construction. 

The difference between what the 
city expects to receive under the 
current regulations and what the 
state code states the city should re- 
ceive is approximately $3 million. 
The state bases its contribution on 
50 percent participation but at a 
lower per bed cost. 

The city's per bid cost will be 
approximately $134,000 while the 
state figures participation at 
$104,000 per bed cost. The size of 
the local detention home hinges 
on the amount of help the city re- 
ceives from the stale. 

■ The city should receive ap- 
proximately $6.5 million before 
mid-March from FEMA in reim- 
bursement for the Hurricane Bon- 
ney clean up. Sen. Edward L. 
Schrock and Del. Frank W. Wagner 
worked hard on this legislation. 

■ The city will be allowed to re- 



quire, through an ordinance, that 
watercraft rental operators receive 
appropriate identification from 
renters to ascertain age and other 
information. The legislation, in- 
troduced by Del. Harry B. Purkey, 
also addresses safety issues such as 
limiting the size of engines and 
equipment that must be provided 
by the rental operators. 

■ A Waldrup bill passed allows 
City Council rather than the circuit 
court the opportunity to appoint 
the Board of Zoning Appeals mem- 
bers. 

■ Provided for TRT for addition- 
al studies on light rail projects, 
specifically dealing with the spur 
to the Naval Base was $1.9 million 
which will not be released until a 
referendum is held and approved by 
the citizens of Virginia Beach in 
November. 

■ Crowshaw had language added 
to the budget that will direct the 



completion of a study of the firing 
range at Camp Pendleton. 

Also, language was added that 
will require approval by the gover- 
nor and the General Assembly fa- 
any long term leases at Camp 
Pendleton which will help guaran- 
tee that no undesirable uses are 
agreed to by the national guard 
without some input from the Gen- 
eral Assembly. . 

On the negative side, funding for 
the demonstration drug court pro- 
gram was not received; no bill was 
introduced dealing with the defini- 
tion of a natural child; no action 
was taken on the distribution of 
recordation tax to the cities and 
counties for open space purchase 
and no additional funding was pro- 
vided for the state health depart- 
ment operations in Virginia Beach. 

The city already has these issues 
on its list for the 2000 General As- 
sembly session. 
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November which failed, sent the 
message: no taxes or fees. 

Michael Arsuaga said that last 
November the citizens "gave the 
bear (trying to get in under the 
tent) a whack." With the user fee, 
he said, the bear is trying to get 
back in the tent. He said that the 
message from the last referendum 
is to increase efficiency before tax- 
ing. 

Lewis Winston Jr., representing 
the Liberty Park Civic League, said 
that he has talked to a few people 
and they don't feel they arc being 
Ueated fairly. He ask^ why the fee 
couldn't be lower than 50 cents 
(the legislation requires the same 
fee state-wide) and why it should be 
imposed at all. 

Lewis also referred to a notifica- 
tion sent by the city to civic 
leagues which stated that rights-of- 
way require maintenance. He ques- 
tioned the destination of the fee 
revenues if some were to be used 
for maintenance. Lewis added that a 
larger group of people were needed 
to discuss the issue. Winston's ref- 
erence to the note on maintenance 
puzzled some City Council mem- 
bers who were unaware that the 
notice had been sent. 

The notice was in the form of a 
cover letter on the city's policy po- 
sition sent to civic clubs and credit- 
ed to various departments including 
management, public information, 
public works and the city attor- 
ney's office. A statement was in- 
cluded that the user fees would pos- 
sibly be needed for maintenance. 

City Manager James K. Spore 



said that the city does incur cost 
when the rights-of-way are used. 
He said that the letter was sent out 
to get the word out — council had 
underiined the need to let the citi- 
zens know about the proposed fee 
and to provide them with informa- 
tion. 

Mayor Meyera Oberndorf noted 
that the Northern Virginia ddega- 
tion had the county held harmless 
to make sure that the corporations 
would pay the fees, not the citi- 
zens. "We did not have that 
luxury," she said. 

Norfolk also has that arrange- 
ment under a very old franchise. 
Spore said. 

Tuesday's response was not all 
negative, however. 

Diane Gillespie said she would 
be receptive to a fee if it were spent 
on school technology. She said 
that technology lasts only a finite 
number of years, and that ftinds 
needed to be identified, similar to 
the textbook fund. She said that the 
fee would be paid by all citizens. 

Kathryn Renick said she would 
support the fee in the interest of 
promoting knowledge and skills in 
children. 

But Ewing Best, who lives at 
Little Neck Point, noted, not be- 
fore council but while she waited 
in the hall way outside the council 
chambers, that she had been hit by 
a double whammy. In the sane 
week that council was discussing 
the user fee real estate reassessment 
notices went out. 

Her property had q^xeciated 
$16,000 over the past year, acoonl- 
ing to the city assessor. On top of 
that, she said, her son starts college 
fn the fall.

Roy Mclnnis, Portsmouth Ro- 
tary Club's chair for the project, re- 
called an 82-year-old widow named 
Maggie who was helped by the 
volunteer program. 

At the end of Paint Day he asked 
Maggie whether she liked their job. 
She told him that it was really a 
good job and thanked him, but she 
explained that the part that she 
would miss the most was the atten- 
tion. 

"Somebody calling me and some- 
thing to look forward to," Mclnnis 



recalled that Maggie had told him. 
"It's more than just painting hous- 
es." ■ 

He noted that the people helped 
by the program had worked hard all 
of their lives, raised families, out- 
lived spouses, and due to failing 
health were no longer able to do as 
much as before to maintain and 
beautify their homes. 

Representing Chesapeake was 
Lewis Tayon, deputy police chief 
and previous president of the Great 
Bridge Rotary Club. 

"In 1992, the PYHO was started 
in Chesapeake," said Tayon. Hete- 
memberod when Rotarian Bob Rip- 
ley brought the PYHO concept 
back from a vacation to St. Peters- 
burg, Fla. in 1991. 

Ripley, a dedicated Rotarian, db- 
cidedto visit a Rotary Club while 
on vacation to keep his club atten- 
dance credits. The Florida club al- 
ready had the program intact. Rip- 
ley was impressed and brought the 
idea back home. Support caught on 
like wildfire. Starting with Chesa- 
peake, the idea caught on through- 
out Tidewater quickly. 

Daniel Blevins, a Great Bridge 
resident, works for McDonald's and 
is a PYHO paint team captain. Mc- 
Donald's supplies breakfast for 
Chesapeake and fixes up a house 
every year. 

There is a lot more than just 
painting houses involved. "It's a 
lot of work leading up to it," he 
explained. "You can't do all the 
work in one day." 

For instance he explained that the 
windows must be glazed and that 
can not be done the same day as the 
paint job. "We will go out a cou- 
ple of weekends before and then 
prep," Blevins said. 

He added that volunteers do the 
little extras such as cutting bushes 
and doing yard clean up. They also 
have been know to fix or install 
screen doors and have bought a pic- 
nic table for someone with a rotten 
one. 

"The homeowner may have a 
special request," he said. "One yard, 
the lady needed her clothesline 
fixed." 

Virginia Beach Councilwoman 
Reba McClanan is very fond of 
PYHO. 

"It will mean some citizens who 
would not have had the opportunity 
to have their property fixed up will 
have a nice place to live in," she 
said. 

McClanan credited the volunteers 
for giving so generously of their 
time. "It gives a certain personal 
touch that the homeowners appreci- 
ate in a very special way," she said. 
"It's a rare citizenry we have that 
takes that special interest in peo- 
ple."

High schoolers connect through 
technology of videoconferencing 



Distance learning is now an 
every-day reality in Virginia Beach 
City Public Schools (VBCPS). ' 

For the past two months, a 
group of students from Princess 
Anne, Bayside and Ocean Lakes 
High Schools have been enrolled in 
the same math class, at the same 
time, with the same teacher. 

All this is made possible using a 
first-of-its-kind videoconferencing 
technology. 

The videoconferencing technolo- 
gy, presently being used in three of 
the school division's high schools, 
combines the technology of two 
local communication businesses — 
Cox Communications and Dynam- 
ic Systems Integration. Cox Com- 
munications' closed circuit fiber 
optic video network and Dynamic 
Systems Integration software- 
enhanced computers, cameras and 
microphones have made distance 
learning a reality. 

The union of these technologies 
allows a classroom teacher at one 



location to u^e a remote control to 
manipulate cameras capable of 
zooming in on a student's desk at 
another school. Instead of raising a 
hand, a student can press one but- 
ton located at his desk to answer or 
ask questions. In the Virginia 
Beach school system, this automat- 
ically sends a live image of the stu- 
dent from one of the three schools 
to the remaining two. 

State-of-the-art technology is a 
major component of the VBCPS' 
strategic plan with emphasis on in- 
tegrating technology-enhanced in- 
sU^uction into the entire school sys- 
tem. "Using videoconferencing 
technology in our classrooms 
serves as both a teaching and learn- 
ing tool for our students and staff, 
said Superintendent Timothy R. 
Jenney. "Ultimately, with the im- 
plementation of this technology, 
we are creating a cultural shift with 
the delivery of learning experiences 
in our schools and reinforcing oiir 
goal of continuous improvement as 



we strive to keep our students 
ahead of the curve." 

The implementation of videocon- 
ferencing also supports the schools 
division's goal to broaden and 
strengthen curricula. Through the 
innovation and implementation of 
videoconferencing, students at mul- 
tiple school locations are able to 
participate in programs that could 
be limited to a single location.

Old Dominion University Presi- 
dent James V. Koch has announced 
a $5 million gift from Virginia 
Beach resident Theodore F. 'Ted" 
Constant that will support the di- 
velopment of the 75-acres Univer- 
sity Village east of Hampton 
Boulevard. 

The president will recommend to 
the Board of Visitors that Old Do- 
minion's new convocation center, 
to be built in the Village between 
4 1 St and 47th streets, be named 
The Ted Constant Convocation 
Center. 

Announcement of the gift came 
at a 10 a.m. news conference at 
Webb University Center. It is the 
second largest gift in the universi- 
ty's history and takes Old Domin- 
ion's capital campaign to $45.5 
million, or 95 percent of its goal. 
The largest gift in the history of 
the university, a $10 million 
anonymous donation, was also 
made to the Campaign for Old Do- 
minion University. 

"We are most grateful to Ted 
Constant for his continuing sup- 
port of Old Dominion University. 
His spirit of commitment and gen- 
erosity will have a lasting effect on 
our campus," said Koch. "The Uni- 
versity Village is critical to the fij- 
tiire of Old Dominion. It is the 
most important physical develop- 
ment in university history, and the 
keystone of the Village will be the 
convocation center. This facility 
will allow us not only to play our 
basketball games in a first-class 
arena on the campus, but it will 
also serve as a venue for graluation 
ceremonies, lectures and concerts." 

In addition to the convocation 
center, the University Village will 
ultimately include a shopping cm- 
ter, restaurants, offices, research 
labs and residences with high-tech 
connections to the campus. 

The $40 million convocation 
center project, which includes two 
parking garages, will feature an 
arena that seats 8,500. There will 
be 7,600 fixed seats in the lower 
bowl. 750 club/priority seats and 
eight luxury box suites. Additional 
seating on the arena fioor can take 



the capacity to 10,000 for com- 
mencements and concerts. 

Construction of the arena, which 
will be financed entirely by student 
fees, corporate partnerships and pri- 
vate funds, is expected to begin in 
the spring of 2000, following the 
razing of buildings in the areaover 
the summer and fall. The center 
should be completed in spring 
2002, and Old Dominion hopes to 
play its first basketball games in 
the arena in fall of that year. The 
center has been designed by the ar- 
chitectural team of Mose- 
ley/Rossetti, one of the nation's 
top sports facility designers and a 
leading Virginia multidiscipline 
firm. 

The former owner of Norfolk 
BeverageCo., Constant is a long- 
time supporter of Old Dominion 
University's Intercollegiate Foun- 
dation and Big Blue Club, and he 
frequently attends both Monarch 
and Lady Monarch basketball 
games. 

Constant's support of Old Do- 
minion has not been limited to ath- 
leUcs, however. Since 1982, he and 
his wife, Constance, have estab- 



lished endowments totaling more 
than $600,000 for fellowships aid 
scholarships in the College of 
Business and Public Administra- 
tion. In 1995, they made a gift of 
$2.6 million to the business col- 
lege for the renovation of Chandler 
Hall, which was renamed Constant 
Hall in their honor. 

While the new convocation cen- 
ter will benefit a cross-section of 
the university community, Old Do- 
minion's athletic department, in 
particular, is looking forward to 
having a modern facility on the 
campus for its basketball pro- 
grams. 

"Ted Constant's support of Old 
Dominion University dthletics 
dates back to the early 1970s," said 
athletic director Jim Jarrett.

Room, overseen dining services as 
the captain, checked and received 
baggage as the head bellman, 
escorted guests to their floors as an 
elevator operator and kept the 
grounds gorgeous as a 
groundskeeper.

"We had a gentleman here by 
the name of Mr. Appleton who 
was the yardman. I used to work 
with him during the day when I 
wasn't busy in the dining room. 
'Round that time we didn't buy 
flowers — he raised them himself 
and made his own compost. 
TJiere'd be fresh flowers every 
morning in the dining room," he 
said. 

Wilson's dining room duties got 
him up bright and early for 
morning inspection at 7: 15. 

"You had to be clean and 
shaved just like I am now. You'd 
have 10 stretch your hands out, 
clean fingernails, everything. 



They kept you straight." 

In the hotel's heydey, Wilson 
recalls the Cavalier on the Hill 
was a "city in itself." 

Everything a guest needed 
could be found in the -ow of 
shops. There was a health spa, 
doctor's office, even a beauty 
salon. 

When the h6|el was 
commandeered and pressed into 
military service as a radar school 
during World War II, Wilson 
stayed on staff — stalwartly 
refusing to quit. 

The Cavalier Beach Club^as 
the premier hot spot for Big Band 
music in the '30s, '40s and '50s, 
drawing such big names as Glenn 
Miller and Benny Goodman. 
Wilson's favorite, though, was 
the Xavier Cugat Orchestra. 

"Mr. Cugat had this little 
chihuahua, and when he got done 
playing he'd stick it his pocket," 
he chuckled.

people nominated and their 
impressive resumes," she said. 

She traveled to Richmond in 
late October for the Virginia 
Teacher of the Year process. 
Interviews, a visit with Gov. Jim 
Gilmore and his family, and a 
brief presentation highlighted the 
trip. 

Koutoufas was asked to give a 
three-minute presentation on the 
theme of accountability and the 
Standards of Learning (SOLs). 

"That was ea«y because the 
SOLs make you accountable. I 
thought it was a good topic," she 
said. One duty that comes with 
Koutoufas' honor is working as 
teacher administrator on First 
Lady Roxanne Gilmore's website 
.on education. 

Koutoufas is particularly 
enjoying this job. 

"Teachers can electronically 
have lesson plans posted on her 
website, so I get to look at them 
all and can use so many great 
ideas in my classroom," she said. 

She. had no idea that being 
Virginia's "top teacher" would 
entail so much travel, taking her 
out of the classroom as much as 
40 days in a school year. 

"They're actually talking about 
making this a year-long post. 
They're seriously considering that 
next year's Virginia Teacher of 
the Year won't be in the 
classroom. She'll travel, 
especially to the colleges in 
Virginia, to ensure that we have 
good programs turning out good 
people." 

As Virginia Teacher of the 
Year, Koutoufas has the 
opportunity to attend Space 
Camp this summer in Alabama, a 
trip she is eager to take. 

In April she'll be honored 
during a Rose Garden ceremony 
at the White House, where she'll 
meet President Bill Clinton and 
First Lady Hillary Clinton. 

In the meantime, Koutoufas is 
getting the "royal" treatment 
from her colleagues and students 
at Woodstock. A banner over the 
school front door proclaims that 
the Virginia Teacher of the Year 
works there. Small signs here and 
there show that she rests in the 
teachers' lounge, eats in the 
cafeteria and so forth. 

A 26-year veteran of Virginia 
Beach Public Schools, the 46- 
year-old Koutoufas lives and 
tejiches by a simple motto: "Be 
your best." She believes in a 
straightforward approach with her 
students, which means laying 
down the ground rules on the first 
day of school. 

She admits to expecting much 
from the children. 

"If you set your expectations 
high, 1 have found that children 
will live up to them," she said, 
after initially being named 
Virginia Beach Teacher of the 
Year. "Children will do what you 
expect of them. I firmly believe 
in that." 

She isn't afraid to reveal her 
own mistakes to the children, and 
she expects the same in return.

jar in the classroom for each time 
she called a child by the wrong 
name.

Wilson boasts that he's also 
met more governors than he can 
recall, President Richard Nixon, 
even "that real pretty woman 
Elizabeth Taylor." 

These days guests don shorts 
and T-shirts when dining, but 
dining in the Pocahontas Room 
was a very formal affair "way 
back when." Ladies were 
expected to wear evening gowns 
and gentlemen donned tuxedos. 
Afterward, they'd meander to the 
beach club for dancing. 

Wilson misses the fancy silver 
services, fine china and white 
glove treatment of those days. 

When he got older, he 
managed the Hunt Room at the 
Cavalier on the Hill for "20-some 
years," putting in a stint as 
beverage manager. When the 
new Cavalier opened in the '70s, 
he trekked across the street to 
work as director of guest services. 

He's still doing that job today. 

"You've got to love 
people," Wilson advised. "I love 
'em. They don't bother me one 
bit. My mama was a teacher and 
she told me that I had a gift — 
and that gift was I got along with 
others. You know, some people 
go to school to learn psychology, 
but I think I know people more 
than they do. I live it." 

Rarely in his 61 years with the 
hotel has Wilson encountered a 
rude guest. One particularly 
nasty-tempered man, however, 
received a blessing out by his 
wife and sheepishly apologized 
to Wilson the next morning. 

Wilson likes what he does and 
has no intention of retiring. He 
did retire once before, but came 
out of retirement after two days.

had a sick day. One week in 
December each year — always 
beginning Dec. 21 — he 
"vacations" at home and is back 
at work in time for the New 
Year's Eve festivities.

Wilson works seven days a week, 
65-plus hours a week. He takes 
special care and pride in 
mentoring the college-aged 
individuals who seek 
employment at the hotel. 

Many of Wilson's past 
employees have told him what he 
taughtithem on the job — respect 
for the employer, empowerment 
for a job well done and the power 
of a positive attitude. None of 
these can be learned from a text 
book. .

Cavalier, came up under Wilson 
as an ambitious young man. 

"Probably the most important 
skill — and to Wilson it comes 
naturally — is his positive 
attitude," Batchelor said. 

"I never look at it as a job. 
When I leave home sometime I 
might not be feeling up to' par, 
but when I look up at that old 
building sitting on the hill, my 
whole outlook changes. I just 
need to look at it. There are so 
many memories there." 

Putting m 14 or 15 hours a day 
doesn't phase Wilson, who lives 
less than 15 minutes away. Truth 
be told, the Cavalier isn't his 
home, but it's might as well be. 

"Some of my happiest 
moments have been spent here," 
he said. '"But you know, I've 
worked here all my life and never 
spent one night in either of these 



hotels? I like to sleep at my own 
home. A man's home is his 
castle." 

Wilson is a widower with one 
living daughter. He has been a 
member of Union Baptist Church 
since age 1 1. He's now chairman 
of the Board of Deacons and 
church treasurer. He is also a 
member of the Sonic Lodge and 
regularly participates in 
neighborhood activities.

Light rail aimost gets l(nocl(ed 
out before liitting referendum

A number of City Council members 
hold little hope that Virginia Beach vot- 
ers will support light rail just as many of 
the council members themselves don't 
want it. 

So why wait until November when the 
citizens are expected to voice their opin- 
ions in a referendum? Why not kill tight 
rail now? 

Councilman Don Weeks, a city rq)re- 
sentative on the Tidewater Regional 
Transportation (TRT)^ Board — the other 
member is vice mayor William D. Ses- 
soms Jr. — had just the thing. A resolu- 
tion that would pull Virginia Beach out 
of the light rail equation and light rail off 
the tracks entirely. 



The light rail in question is the rail 
traveling between downtown Norfolk and 
the beachfront which would require some 
cooperation (funding) from Virginia 
Beach. 

That's one of the problems. The cost 
nowis projected to be close to a billion 
dollars — Weeks said the cost would be 
closer to $2 billion since similar projects 
througTiout the country are realizing cost 
overruns of 87 percent. 

But a major deterrent to approval of 
light rail is the perception that light rail 
will benefit Norfolk by taking Virginia 
Beach tourists to downtown Norfolk at- 
tractions which are being enhanced by the 
opening of MacArthur Mall in competi- 
tion with Lynnhaven Mall. 

In return the beach would get the dav 



trippers ft:om Norfolk who don't as a rule 
add much to the city's cofers. 

Council voted against light rail several 
years ago when the cost was lower and 
the organization which would run the 
system less complicated. Now also in a 
questionable state is the projected merger 
of Pentran on the Peninsula and TRT. 

Weeks' kill light rail resolution failed 
by a vote of 7-2 with Weeks and Reba 
McClanan voting in favor and Mayor 
Meyera Oberndorf abstaining. Vice 
Mayor William D. Sessoms Jr. was ab- 
sent. 

Also defeated by a 3-7 vote was Weeks' 
original resolution calling for a halt in 
spending on light rail until afterthe Vir- 
ginia Beach referendum. Oberndorf, who 
had asked Weeks to defer consideration of 



the resolution for a week when Sessoms 
would be present — Weeks decHned, 
voted in favor of the resolution with 
Weeks and McClanan. 

Heischober had wanted a deferral be- 
cause a question had arisen suggesting 
that localities might be liable for the 
costs associated with the project so far if 
the project were killed. Most of the funds 
come from the federal government. 

A number of speakers had also ex- 
pressed support of Weeks' original mo- 
tion. David Silverman expressed concan 
about the future of Lynnhaven Mall and 
Maxine Graham said taxpayers had other 
needs.

One-of-a-kind exhibition will 

capture beauty of environment

People will be coming from all over to 
see what Virginia Beach has in the Vir- 
ginia Marine Science Museum when 
Phase III is completed because it will be 
a one-of-a -kind attraction which will 
build on what is in the environment here. 

That's how the designers. International 
Design for the Environment, Associates, 
Inc. of Cambridge, and Chermayeff, Sol- 
logub and Pools, Inc. of Boston, see the 
project which is still in its early stages 
of design. 

The project is unusual, said Peter Cher- 
mayeff, because it is uniting all the ex- 
hibits in one space. In fact, the building, 
which will be approximately 100,000 
square feet, about the same size as the 



original museum, will be one exhibit. 
The featured specimens, will be dolphins 
and harbor seals, plentiful along the East 
Coast, that will be provided with a habi- 
tat as close as possible to their natural 
envijenment a short distance away in the 
ocean. Visitors will be able to see the 
wildlife at three different levels through a 
large wall of acrylic that will be two sto- 
ries high holding back the water. 

It will not be a question of gathering 
fish and animals frotp all parts of the 
worid and putting them in a tank. What 
visitors will see is what is in the water 
offshore — but they will have a closer 
look.

Strengthening Va.'s future through mentoring 




It's an era of good 
feeling at the Capitol

President Clinton may have cfe- 
clared "the era of big government is 
over" a few years ago, but news 
must not have filtered down to 
Richmond. The Virginia Genera] 
Assembly just completed its leg- 
islative session and spent the lion's 
share of Virginia's $1 billion sur- 
plus on new spending., All this 
while Republicans are running the 
government. 

Democrats in the General Assem- 
bly have pushed for years to in- 
crease funding for Virginia"s woe- 
fully inadequate mental health facil- 
ities and school construction. This 
year Gov. Jim Gilmore agreedaid 
went along with meeting long 
unmet priorities. In addition, 
Gilmore rolled back tuition at 
many state-colleges by as much as 
20 percent. 

With an extra $1 billion in rev- 
enue lying around the halls of the 
Capitol, an era of good feeling has 
broken out between the parties. 

Partisanship was muted and real 
progress was made in dedicating 
funding for highway construction, 
HMO reform, and halting the in- 
crease in shipments of out-of-state 
trash to Virginia. 

Money may not lead to happi- 
ness in life, but it certainly can 
help things run smooth between 
the political parties in the General 
Assembly. 

On the public policy front, the 
1999 session of the Virginia Gen- 
eral Assembly has to be seen as a 
victory for the Democratic Party. 

Conservative Republicans wanted 
10 return almost all of the surplus 
in the form of tax cuts. Moderate 
Republicans and Democrats joined 
ranks to defeat that move. 

Instead, the broad consensus in 
the General Assembly took the sur- 
plus and spent it on improving 
public schools, making college 
more affordable for the middte 
class, provided pay raises for state 
employees and improving state run 
mental health facilities. 

This is not a contraction in the

role of government. It is instead an 
acknowledgement of the state's 
vital role in heJping all Virginians 
achieve equality of opportunity. 

Now it does happen to be an 
election year. This may have had 
something to do with the move by 
some fiscal conservatives to enjoy 
shedding the role of Dr. No for tak- 
ing a turn as Santa Claus. 

The beginnings of a split within 
the Republican Party can already be 
seen over the spending of the sur- 
plus. Much like their brethren in 
Washington, Republicans in the 
Virginia General Assembly have 
made their peace with government 
and decided that it isn't all bad, co- 
incidentally in an election year. 

The last session of the Virginia 
General Assembly in the 20th cen- 
tury will be remembered for, well, 
it probably really won't be remem- 
bered for long. It was a quiet ses- 
sion, but an important one, in 
which some of the long neglected 
needs of the people of Virginia 
were recognized and met for the 
first time in half a decade. 

It was a session in which for the 
first time in 15 years, we had the 
wallet to back up our will for the 
betterment of this commonwealth. 

The session is over. It gave good 
government to the people. Now let 
the games begin — election day is 
just around the corner.

I recently met a 15-year-old boy 
serving time in a juvenile detention 
center in Virginia. After we intro- 
duced ourselves. I asked him to tell 
ine a little about his family. He re- 
sponded 
that he re- 
ally did not 
have much 
of a family. 
His fa- 
ther had left 
home when 
this young 
man was 
only four, 
and his 
mother was 
usually 
away. 
Without 
any paren- 
tal supervi- 
sion or 
guidance, 
he was of- 
ten in trouble at school and around 
the neighborhood. 

But at 14, this young man briefly 
reunited with his father when he sold 
him crack cocaine on a street corner 
before realizing his identity. 

While this story is shocking and 
tragic, it is not unique. Last year, I 
visited detention centers around Vir- 
ginia to talk first-hand with former 
gang members and violent juvenile 
offenders about why they chose a life 
of crime. While there were many 
circumstances that differed among 
the youths, one recurring theme was 
the lack of nurturing family involve- 
ment. Many times, the juvenile did 
not have a father at home; often, 
there was no parental presence at all 
to instill values and provide support. 
Curbing juvenile violence, and spe- 
cifically the rapid growth of gang 
membership in Virginia, is oneof our

Commonwealth'sgreatest challenges 
for the next century. That is why last 
year I launched my Task Force on 
Gangs and Youth Violence: to study 
the causes and trends of juvenile crime 
and outl i ne a plan of action to combat 
gang violence. 

The key emphasis of my Task 
Force' s recommendations is comple- 
menting our law enforcement profes- 
sionals with strong prevention ef- 
forts at the local level. To that end, I 
recently launched a prevention-fo- 
cused mentoring initiative, Virginia's 
Future: Building up the First Genera- 
tion of the New Century is also known 
as "2,000 in 2000." It is my goal to 
recruit 2,000 new volunteer mentors 
this year to work with children who 
need positive role models. 

Young Virginians need someone 
who can teach them, by word and 
example, the value of personal re- 
sponsibility, good citizenship and a 
work ethic. They need someone to 
teach self-esteem and the dignity and 
worth of all human life. They need 
someone to tel 1 them that they matter. 

My Virginia's Future Initiative is 
seeking to tap into the commitment, 
compassion and caring of our citi- 
zens, who have a strong legacy of 
reaching out to those in need. 
Mentoring is a tangible way that all 
Virginians can get involved and make 
a real difference in the lives of the 
next generation. 

Mentormg does not require a lot of 
time or money. It simply requires 
someone to spend a few hours each 
month with a young child who needs 
some attention and a positive role 
model. That could mean going to 
watch a hockey game, a theater pro- 
duction or a band concert. It could be 
shooting' some hoops or going to the 
park. It could mean gettiiig involved 
in the "Lunch Buddies" program, as 
I am, and helping a child with their 



homework while visiting their school 
for lunch. 

The best thing about mentoring is 
that it benefits both participants. Not 
only does the child learn values and 
build self-esteem, but those who vol- 
unteer as mentors have a true sense of 
investment in the future of their com- 
munity. 

To recruit 2,000 mentors, I will be 
speaking to business and community 
groups, college students and the faith 
community around Virginia. From 
Abingdon to Alexandria to 
Accomack, I will be urging our citi- 
zens to get involved by becoming a 
tutor, coach or mentor. We want to 
reach these children while theyare 
still young and provide them with 
positive support — before they get 
older and face the negative peer pres- 
sure that might lead them into gangs. 

In addition to recruiting mentors, 
my office will be a clearinghouse to 
link these new mentors with volun- , 
teer organizations in their area. Vir- 
ginians can call toll free 1-877-206- 
9526, and will then be directed to 
ongoing local efforts which special- 
ize in their chosen mentoring pro- 
gram. 

I strongly believe that the best in- 
vestment we can make in Virginia's 
future is reaching out to children who 
might not have the opportunity to 
grow up in a loving, nurturing envi- 
ronment that teaches them discipline 
and self-worth. We cannot take the 
place of caring parents — but we can 
help make a tangible, substantial dif- 
ference in the lives of young Virgin- 
ians who need someone to give them 
a little guidance. 

I urge you to consider giving your 
time, talent and love to a young per- 
son in need. Call us today to help 
build up the first generation of the 
new century.

Having a job is one of the activities 
that defines us as adults, and that 
more clearly provides us with the 
opportunity to access what society 
has to offer. 
For the 
past 25 or 30 
years the hu- 
man services 
field that 
serves indi- 
viduals with 
disabilities 
has experi- 
enced a num- 
ber of philo- 
s o p h i c a I 
changes re- 
sulting in the 
recognition 
that people 
with disabili- 
ties have the 
same rights 
and responsi- 
bilities as any 
other citizen to participate as fully as 
possible in the life of their commu- 
nity. 

As a result, the system of services 
has been increasingly focusing on 
assisting disabled individuals to be- 
come employed, thus facilitating thetr 
integration and inclusion in all as- 
pects of the community. 

Recent statistics across the USA 
indicate that, given the opportunity, 
the great majority of persons with 
disabilities would prefer to be em- 
ployed rather than staying home re- 
ceiving government benefits. Na- 
tional statistics also indicate that 
workers with disabilities are consci- 
entious, willing and loyal employ- 
ees, with levels of productivity that 
match or surpass that of non-disabled 
workers, and lower than average ab- 
senteeism rates. 

In fact, many companies indicate 
that they are the hardest working 
employees they have. 

In Virginia Beach we have n^any 
active, committed, quality-driven 
programs geared to assisting indi- 
viduals with a variety of disabilities 
to achieve their dream of gainful 
employment. 

Virginia Beach's Community Ser- 
vices Board Mental Retardation Pro- 
grams Employment Services Unit 
(MRESU) is one of the largest pro- 
grams, currently with 135 individu- 
als employed in more than 90 area 
businesses. Over the years that the 
program has been in operation more 
than 300 workers with disabilities 
have been assisted in finding em- 
ployment suitable to their needs and 
interests. 

This service to Virginia Beach's 
citizens with disabilities started in 
the early 1980's through a federal 
grant that provided funds to assist 
persons with mental retardation to 
become employed in regular jobs in 
their communities. 



The Virginia Beach Community 
Services Board Mental Retardation 
Programs — at that time known as 
Virginia Beach Adult Services — 
took the leadership role of starting a 
project in this area, in conjunction 
with Virginia Commonwealth 
University's Rehabilitation Research 
and Training Center. 

Through a combination of city and 
grant dollars, a program coordinator 
and a part-time staff were hired and 
"Project Employabilify ," now known 
as Supported Employment, began. 

The program matches the skills 
and interests of its clientele with the 
needs of local businesses. Workers 
are hired directly by the business, and 
training and support are provided by 
professional staff to ensure job sta- 
bility and employer satisfaction. 

The federal government offers a 
tax credit of up to $2, 1 00 for the first 
year of employment as an incentive 
for businesses to hire disabled work- 
ers. Although this is an attractive 
inducement, the success of the pro- 
gram can really be attributed to the 
excellent results that businesses get 
from employing workers with dis- 
abilities and the support services they 
receive from the program at no cost 
to their companies. 

The benefits to the community in 
dollars alone prove beyond a doubt 
the value of this type of service to the 
city and to persons with disabilities. 
The 1 35 workers currently employed 
through MRESU generate more than 
$800,000 in annual income, while 
averaging 23 hours of work per week 
at an average of $5. 1 5 per hour. Thus, 
the community benefits through an 
influx of tax dollars from income and 
sales, while persons with disabilities 
benefit not only from their increased 
earning power, but also from the gains 
in self-respect and independence that 
result from having a job.

According to the U.S. Census, Hispanic 
Americans are the fastest growing 
population in the United States. 

There are 80,000 such citizens in 
Hampton Roads representing cultures as 
diverse as Mexican and Argentinean. 

Still, Hispanic Americans are a largely 
unheard voice here. 

That is slowly changing thanks to the 
efforts of people like Alicia Fernandez 
BobulinsKi. 

A Puebia, Mexico native, Bobulinski 
came to the United States in 1959 as a 6- 
year-old girl. 

"My father was a doctor in Mexico and 
did abdominal surgeries. He would have 
interns come over from the United States 
and was so bewildered as to how they knew 
so much. In fact, he was thinking that some 
of them knew more than he did. His 
curiosity was piqued, so he went to Ann 
Arbor, Mich, where he learned English. He 
came back and persuaded my mom to come 
to the United States for a visit," Bobulinski 
said. 

The family packed up, bringing a servant 
with them to the United States, and ended 
up staying in their new country. 

"My father was so impressed with the 
cleanliness and punctuality of people here," 
she added. 

Sadly, Bobulinski recalled, her father's 
love for his newfound country and language 
was so great that it meant the loss of their 
heritage. 

"My father believed in total immersion. 
We were not allowed to speak Spanish — 
we were punished if we tried. I can 
remember going outside to converse with 
my six brothers and sisters," she recalled. 

Looking back, Bobulinski figures her 
father was trying to protect the Fernandez 
children from ridicule by masking their 
accents. It worked so well that her accent is 
barely detectable today. 

"He achieved his goal, but sadly for me I 
had to actually learn Spanish. I wanted to, 
so I learned it in college." 

Bobulinski, whose father's new American 
career as a pharmaceutical representative 
meant frequent moves to places where the 
pay was better, hasn't visited her native 
Mexico much since her youth. 

But that doesn't mean she can't preserve 
her roots. In fact, her outreach efforts to the 
Spanish-speaking population in Hampton 
Roads have earned Bobulinski numerous 
accolades. The most recent was the 1999 
YWCA Outstanding Woman Award 
presented last month. 

Bobulinski strongly believes that the past 
shaped who she is t(xlay. 

"I remember one particular incident that 
happened in Puebia when I was 5 or 6. I 
remember it vividly. There was a lot of 
commotion and kids running everywhere. I 
went to check it out. My brother George, 
who has very fair skin and green eyes, was 
ducking behind a cart and 4cids were 
throwing apples at him and calling him 
'gringo.' I ran and tried to help him, but one 
of our servants grabbed me around the waist 
and said, 'No, this is his battle.' I felt so 
angry and bad for him," she said. 

Shortly after that the family moved to the 
United States, where Bobulinski, with her 
olive-toned skin and dark hair, was 
subjected to the same kind of prejudice. 

"This time it was I who confronted what 
my brother had encountered. But I always 
feel something good can come out of 
something bad. I strongly feel that the 
prejudices that some humans have is totally 
unfounded. It's borne out of ignorance. That 
has helped me a lot. 

"In Mexico I fit right in, but here it was 
awkward. Yet in Mexico my brother didn't 
fit in and here he did. At one point he even 
denied being Mexican and hated everything 
having to do with it. It was a protection for 
him. Ironically, now he's married to a 
Mexican woman and speaks Spanish. He 
went back to his roots." 

Through her work with the non-profit 
Making A Difference Foundation in 
Hampton Roads, Bobulinski is reaching out 
to Hispanic American populations far from 
their homes. She administers its Hispanic 
Outreach and Minority Health Education 
programs. 

It's making inroads not only in health and 
education, but demystifying misconceptions 
and prejudices about this growing 
population. 

"Part of what is dividing this country is 
that we don't know truth. There is hatred, 
blaming, no truth, which is a sad situation. 
This country is in danger of losing what 
people value — freedom of speech and 
equality. In our Constitution," said 
Bobulinskj^ a naturalized American, "it 
guarantees us the freedom of speech — not 
just the freedom of sp^ch in English." 

From Bobulinski's desire to help 
organization devoted to Spanish-speaking 
Americans came HOPE (Hispanic 
Organizations for Public Enlightenment). In 
Spanish it's "esperanza," or hope. 

"We want to educate not only ourselves, 
but the larger community. We have a lot of 
similarities, but we also have our 
differences. For example, Argentina is 
Spanish-speaking, but it's a very European 
country. Compare in to Puerto Rico w 
Mexico." 

The Hispanic outreach programs often go 
into local schools to explain the Spanish-

speaking culture. They offer tutoring and 
education programs to children new to the 
United States. They even advocate for 
Spanish-speaking children who haven't 
mastered English yet to not be placed in 
learning disabled classes, but into English- 
as-a-second language programs. 

She feels Chesapeake has done well so 
far in integrating Spanish-speaking youths 
into the schools, but Virginia Beach has a 
long way to go. 

To open up the topic of multiculturalism 
for discussion, Bobulinski will be involved 
in an upcoming forum March 23 from 6 to 9 
p.m. at the Virginia Beach Central Library, 
She hopes the event will help dispel some 
fears about other cultures. 

Another inroad Bobulinski is excited 
about is a new Hispanic radio program 
being sponsored by HOPE. Making A 
Difference and Norfolk State University. It 
airs on WNSB-FM 91.1 on Sundays from 10 
to 1 1 a.m. 

It's another achievement Bobulinski can 
add to her growing resume of accolades. Her 
efforts have already garnered her and those 
organizations with which she is affiliated 
the 1993 State of Virginia Gold Medal for 
Volunteerism, 1997 State of Virginia 
Partnership in Education Top Award, 1997 
VOLUNTEER Hampton Roads Awards, 
1996 VEA Whole Village Award, 1998 
Regional Jefferson Award, 1998 Virginia 
Beach Human Rights Award and the most 
recent 1999 YWCA Outstanding Women 
Award. 

Bobulinski is a graduate of Chapel Hill 
(N.C.) High School and holds a bachelor's 
degree in counseling from Old Dominion 
University. She has also done master's 
studies work in women's studies at Old 
Dominion University.

McGovern in 1972; and an Illinois 
member of the Democratic Nation- 
al Committee from 1976-80.

Wall was a 
iTiember of a Biothics Policy Task 
Force for NAASA from 1994- 
1996; on a committee of the Na- 
tional Academy of Science, moni- 
toring studies at nuclear weapons

disposal sites; and on two commit- 
tees on protocols for use of ani- 
mals in biomedical research.

The organization, whose letters 
stand for the Children's AIDS Net- 
work Designated for Interfaith In- 
volvement, helps children who 
have this disease by providing ac- 
cess to comprehensive medical ser- 
vices. "We are not a health care 
provider," CANDII Executive Di- 
rector Gary Mulhern explained. 

"We are a link for that health 
care." CANDII staff visit children 
and families in their homes and 
connect them with appropriate 
medical and human service re- 
sources. CANDII also provides 
much-needed support to these chil- 
dren's families. 

Currently the program has 78 
client families — 16 on the Penin- 
sula and 62 in South Hampton 
Roads. 

CANDII was founded in 1988 by 
Sister Mary Joan Kentz, a Catholic 
nun at Norfolk's Church of the Sa- 
cred Heart. It is the only non-profit 
pediatric HIV organization in the 
area. The CANDII auction is im- 



portant to the organization because 
it increases revenue and community 
awareness about CANDII and its 
reason for being. 

"One very crucial part of our pro- 
gram is community awareness," 
says Mulhern. "CANDII provides 
the children and families dealing 
with HIV or AIDS a voice in the 
community." CANDII reaches the 
public through programs about its 
nurturing, developmental-play en- 
vironment for children six weeks to 
five years old and weekly support 
groups for caregivers to share their 
thoughts,, feelings and concerns 
about the pediatric HIV/AIDS epi- 
demic. CANDII also provides pre- 
sentations to civic and community 
groups, professional organizations, 
church groups and other groups.

So you think you like to barbe- 
cue outdoors? Try cooking for 
about 2,000 people. 

It takes a cooker that can hold 
• about 20 whole hogs, weighing in 
at about 150 pounds each when 
dressed. It also takes several peo- 
ple, a week of preparation time, a 
few secret recipes and someone to 
make the hush puppies. 

But members of the Creeds Ruri- 
tan Club have been doing it so 
long they've got it down to a sci- 
ence. 

After 22 years, they know exact- 
ly how many hours of chopping, 
slicing, dicing and cooking it'll 
take to get ready for their annual 
barbecue, scheduled this year for 
Saturday, March 13 from 11:30 
a.m. to 6:30 p.m.

The barbecue, which is open to 
the public, will be held at the Ruri- 
tan Barn (the Farm Bureau build- 
ing) on Princess Anne Road just 
south of Back Bay Post Office. 

The club members host the bar- 
becue each year as a fund-raiser for 
their club, which donates part of 
the money to community organiza- 
tions and uses the balance to help 
pay for their recently-purchased 
building. 

This year, the barbecue will be 
unique for two reasons, according 
to president Eddie Vaughan. 

"1 was president 22 years ago 
when the barbecue first started, and 
I'm president again this year," he 
said. 

"And this year I think we're 
going to experiment with adding 
sweet potatoes to the menu. We 
might have some sweet potato 
products, such as sweet potato 
bread, in the future, but this year 
it'll be baked sweet potatoes." 

Other menu items include the tra- 
ditional barbecue, cooked in a se- 
cret sauce concocted by locals Don 
Horsley and Steve Barnes, hush 



puppies, cole slaw and baked 
beans. 

"We make all of the food our- 
selves," Vaughan said. 

The preparation, although still 
labor-intensive, has ghanged a lot 
in 22 years, according to Vaughan 
and club member Louis Cullipher. 

"We can cook 1 8 hogs at a time 
now, and these are big ones," 
Vaughan said. "At the first barbe- 
cue we could only cook about five, 
and they weren't that big." 

Over the years, the club members 
have acquired a mammoth gas- 
burning barbecue to replace the 
smaller wood-burning one they 
used at first. 

The club members developed the 
idea to hold an annual barbecue be- 
cause they needed a fund-raiser, 
Cullipher said, "and barbecue was a 
popular food for the rural part of 
the city." They were also high- 
profit, since the club members, 
most of whom were farmers, donat- 
ed the pigs. 

That hasn't changed too much 
over the years," Cullipher acUed. 
"We still donate hogs, and those 
who don't grow hqgs will buy a 
whole or a half of one and donate it 
to keep the cost down." 

"It takes a week to get ready," 
Cullipher added. "We have to get 
the hogs, take them to be pro- 
cessed, then cook, chop and sepa- 
rate them from the bone." 

Then, the members have to make 
a mountain of cole slaw, prepare 
the baked beans and cook enough 
hush puppies to feed about 2,000 
people from all over the area who 
come to the barbecue. 

The members also donate barbe- 
cue to local blood drives held at 
Charity Methodist Church. Blood 
donors receive free barbecue "and 
it's the only place in the communi- 
ty where you get barbecue if you 
donate Wood," Cullipher said. 

Cullipher, who is also the city's 
agricultural director, hopes to dis- 
play antique farm equipment, 
loaned by local property owners, at 
the barbecue.

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Exploring our American idioms 




Out in 
Left Field

Without idiomatic expressions, 
American English would lose its in- 
tensity and flair. 

Our speech — and even our writ- 
ing — would tend to become inflex- 
ible and 
graceless. 

Idiom- 
sitic expres- 
sions, or 
idioms, are 
phrases 
that are 
used regu- 
larly in ev- 
ery day 
conversa- 
tion and re- 
peatedly in 
casual writ- 
ing to lend 
vigor and 
^_^__^^^^^^^ flavor to 
our lan- 
guage. 
Those who learn American En- 
glish as a second language are fre- 
quently bewildered by some of the 
idiomatic constructions that even 
puzzle those who speak the language 
fluently. 

While the structures and meanings 
of the thousands of idioms in Ameri- 
can English are interesting in their 
own rights, it's the histories behind 
some of the idioms that make them so 
incredibly fascinating. 

For example, the intriguingexpres- 
sion "cold feet" can be traced back to 
armies of the 1 9th century , 

Frostbite was among the most com- 
mon maladies among soldiers during 
a winter campaign and among the 
easiest injuries to feign. Infantry sol- 
diers who were afraid to go into com- 
bat often faked having frozen feet in 
order to escape fighting. 

Today, of course, to get "cold feet" 
has nothing to do with the fear of 
combat. It simply means to be afraid 
or apprehensiveof something -^any- 
thing. 

Another fascinating idiomatic 
phrase to "bury the hatchet" came to 
us directly from Native American 
warriors who developed a ritual in 
which a tomahawk, or battle ax, was 
buried. 

Music and dancing were also usu- 
ally a part of this symbolic ceremony. 
The solemn burial of this implement 
of war by representatives from both 
tribes signified the resolve of warring 
parties to live together in peace. 

Today, when two groups or people 
decide forget past conflicts, work out 
their differences, and live in harmony, 
they are stil 1 said to "bury the hatchet." 
In addition, the centuries old say- 
ing to "show one' s true colors" has an 
engaging past from among 16th- and 
17th-century privateers and pirates 
who sailed under the flag — colors 
— of the country whose vessel they 
were stalking at the time. This form 
of deception proved useful in avoid- 
ing lengthy pursuits. 

When pirates neared their intended 
victim, they would strike the colors 
that they had been flying and run up 
the skull and crossbones. 

By the time the hapless victim saw 
their "true colors," it was too late to 
flee in panic from the attack. 

In our modern age, when people 
conduct themselves admirably for a 
while but fall back to their old habits, 
they are described as "showing their 
true colors." 

Finally, what adult or youngster 
has not been advised to watch his or 
her "P's and Q's?" Few. would guess

that this old admoniUon had its origin 
in the days of wooden ships and iron 
men. 

When they weren't gainfully em- 
ployed at sea, sailors of antiquity 
were known to frequent the water- 
front taverns in seaport cities up and 
down the coast. 

It was the custom of tavern keepers 
to keep the tabs of sailors on a chalk- 
board behind the bar. Each time a 
sailor would order a quart of rum to 
drink, the barkeep would mark a "Q" 
next to his name on the chalkboard. 
If the sailor would ordera pint of beer 
or ale, the keeper would chalk up a 
"P." 

Not infrequently, a sailor might 
pass out; some unscrupulous bartend- 
ers would mark an additional "Q" or 
"P" next to unconscious reveler's 
name. When he awoke, he would be 
charged for beverages that he didn't 
consume. 

Now, to "watch one's P's and Q's" 
means to be on one's best behavior 
and conscious of one's every move. 

These colorful, piquant expressions 
called idioms impart a tantalizing 
vitality to American English. 

Today, even though few native 
speakers can relate the historical con- 
texts in which these phrases were 
first used, their meanings live on in a 
way that is often as puzzling as it is 
fascinating. 

English in these United States sim-

Kayak enthusiasts 
paddling around for 
increased membership

Virginia Beach has 121 miles of 
inland waterways, the Atlantic 
Ocean and a growing number of 
people interested in kayaking. 

Some of these kayakcrs spend a 
couple of hours paddling around 
neighborhood ponds on Sunday af- 
ternoons, while others want the 
challenge of long-distance paddling. 
Now these kayakers are clamoring 
for an organization that will link 
them to others who want to .spend 
an afternoon, or a vacation, in a 
kayak. 

Kayaking instructor David 
Semon hopes that these enthusiasts 
will turn out for a meeting of the 
Chesapeake Association of Sea 
Kayakers. scheduled for Tuesday, 
March 16 at 6 p.m. at Wild River 
Outfitters in Hilltop. 

Semon and fellow instructors 
Jason Walker and Jeff Dossin, who 
teach at Wild River Outfitters, are 
reviving the Chesapeake Associa- 
tion of Sea Kayakers, a group that 
was active in Hampton Roads sev- 
eral years ago. 

"Our goal is to 
develop a 
community of 
paddlers in 
Hampton Roads, 
and within that 
community, we will 
plan kayaking 
trips,''

"Basically, we're aiming at 
environmentally-conscious people" 
who enjoy kayaking because it 
gives them the chance to get out- 
side, see wildlife, and get some 
recreation, Semon said. 

"Our goal is to develop a com- 
munity of paddlers in Hampton 
Roads, and within that community, 
we will plan kayaking trips," 
Walker said. 

Opportunities for traveling by 
kayak are limited only by your 
imagination and your skill, Semon 
added. 

"I have a friend who paddled 
from Knott's Island into Currituck 
Sound, then dow;n to Wilmington. 
Basically, he paddled through the 
whole slate of North Carolina. And 
1 heard about one gentleman who 
paddled from California to Hawaii." 

Others have paddled several hun- 
dred miles along the coastline, and 
some have even crossed the At- 
lantic Ocean by kayak. 

The possibilities are limitless, 
but the trips require a lot of plan- 
ning. "The man who traveled from 



California to Hawaii slept in his 
kayak," Semon said, "but most 
paddlers will find a campsite along 
the water. They're numerous in 
North Carolina, but it requires 
prior planning." 

The appeal of kayaking, he con- 
tinued, "is the freedom of being 
able to take your gear and go out 
for two or three weeks at a time." 

Locally, however, there are lots 
of opportunities to paddle in Back 
Bay, North Bay, the Lynnhaven 
River and West Neck Cieek. Any 
of these waterways offer relatively 
sheltered, flat water and plenty of 
opportunities to see wildlife. 

"You can see a heron or other 
wildlife that you don't see driving 
down the road in Virginia Beach," 
Semon said. "You can go a mile 
down a protected river and see tons 
of wildlife." 

Kayaks differ from canoes in that 
they have closed decks, and they are 
"faster, lighter and more maneuver- 
able than a canoe," Semon said. 
The Eskimos made the first 
kayaks, which they used for hunt- 
ing, with a bone and wooden frame 
and an animal skin cover. 

Locally, more people have be- 
come interested in kayaking in the 
last several years. These enthusi- 
asts include young and middle-aged 
adults and even retirees in their 
60s, Semon said, and they spend 
from $300 to $3,000 for a kayak. 

How much you spend for a 
kayak, and how much skill you 
need before you take it out dq^ends 
on where you're going and what 
you want to do, according to 
Semon. 

"It's a misconception that it re- 
quires more skill to handle a kayak 
than a canoe," Semon said. Being a 
skilled canoeist is as hard as being 
a skilled kayaker." Those who just 
want to paddle around in a sheltered 
pond can lake an entry level course, 
or even teach themselves to maneu- 
ver a kayak. 

Ocean kayaking, however, re- 
quires more skill, because the 
kayaker has the challenge of deal- 
ing with waves and stronger cur- 
rents. "And you need to know how 
to read maps and tides" and learn 
where and how to put in, Semon 
said. "We teach that in an advanced 
class." 

Walker expects that at least 50 
people from around Hampton 
Roads will attend the March 16 
meeting. "We want to revive it 
(the association), because we have 
customers who are demanding a 
kayaking club," said Walker. "They 
take every class we (Wild River 
Outfitters) has to offer, and still 
they want more, so we decided that 
the three of us could start a club."

yarn was long enough so the beads 
could hit the pie pans when il 
when the handle was twisted rapid- 

The students then finished the 
project by adding feathers to the 
top of the rattles for decoration. 

"Did you ever see 'Karate Kid 
II?'" Zentz asked. "It's going to 
sound like a popcorn laclory m 
here." 

Sure enough, as the children fin- 
ished their drums, one-by-onc. the 
"popping" sound began. Soon the 
entire art room was vibrating as the 
colorful instruments twisted back 
and forth. The children loved it. 

"It's weird," said Taylor Kelly, 
with a big smile. "I like it." 

For two weeks, all the students 
learned from Zentz. The kinder- 
garten students make egg shakers 
or decorated plastic eggs filled with 
gravel or rice. 

The first graders made jingle 
strips, which is a strip of leather 
worn around the wrist, fitted with 
three jingle bells. 

The third graders made kazxwba- 
phones, a simple kazoo-like instru- 
ment made out of PVC pipe, wax 
paper and a small plastic funnel. 

The fourth graders made did- 
jeridusoul of golf club covers. The 
instruments are long, hollow tubes 
that are carved on and colored with 
crayon. The musician blows into 
the tube. 

And the fifth graders made bcrim- 
baus or mouth bows, an instru- 
ment made out of yard stick, guitar 
string anda tin can. The yard stick 
is bowed and strung with a guitar 
sting. The can is fastened to the 
center of the slick. The musician 
can play the instrument with a pick 
(made from a milk carton), strike 
or rub the can, or play the instru- 
ment next to the mouth for other 
sounds. 

After the program, the children 
invited their parents to a multicul- 
tural musical experience, where 
they demonstrated their new instru- 



ments and their new musical tal- 
ents. 

"We've had a blast," said Art 
Teacher Scott Minner, of the two- 
week adventure. 

He said the program was also in- 
terdisciplinary, as the 'Children 
learned eye-hand coordination, 
about different countries, following 
directions and numerous other 
skills. 

Zentz was also pleased. His goal 
was to show the children how to 
have "fun with music and leam 
something about it. He taught 
them how to use their imagina- 
tions to open up creativity. 

"Humans are creatures with natu- 
ral curiosity and a sense of discov- 
ery," he said. 

Zentz said that curiosity and 
sense of discovery is not just limit- 
ed to children. He finds elderly peo- 
ple often rediscover it again after 
they've met their goals and respon- 
sibilities, as he provides work- 
shops at elder hostels around the 
world. 

Zentz draws on more than 30 
years of performing experience, 
plus time spent as a teacher, broad- 
caster, award-winning songwriter, 
instrument builder, sailor, and 
recording artist.

sign has been developed for the 
building, which will be close to 
but separate from the other build- 
ings, but he did show some draw- 
ings of a building which is actually 
"a big habitat under glass." He said 
that it would be a good structure 
which would withstand hurricanes 
and would be responsive to its set- 
ting. 

He said he expected to keep the 
cost within the $40 million frame 
— the 1999 Virginia General As- 
sembly has allocated $2 million for 
the design. He said that where at- 
tendance now is 600,000 to 
700,000 a year. Ihc new building 
would increase attendance to at 
least a million, making a substan- 
tial fiscal impact. 

Council met in executive session 
later to discuss the acquisition of 
property for the addition. 

Mac Rawls. director of the muse- 
um, said that of the 10 most im- 
portant museums, the Mas- 
sachusetts designs have ^si^ied 
six. 

Chermayeff said that Ihe concept 
is fresh and new and presented an 
extraordinary opportunity. He said 
that the building will receive na- 
tional attention, not because it's so 
big. but that it will contribute to 



the mission of museums. 

He said the focus will be on dol- 
phins which will fit in well with 
the museum's stranding project. 

The exhibit will be on three lev- 
els, one on land and two on water 
and will offer the public an experi- 
ence of wholeness. 

In answer to a question from 
councilman WW. Harrison Jr., 
Chermayeff said that plans call fw 
hydrophones and recordings to 
bring to the public the sounds 
made by the dolphins.

Light rail almost 
knocked out before 
becoming referendum

chairman of the TRT and leading 
consultants, light rail would have 
no effect on congestion. He said 
that while state and federal funds 
are used for the first portions of the 
project, overruns become the re- 
sponsibility of localifies. He said 
the environmental impact state- 
ment (EIS), which is to study the 
connection to the Naval Base, 
which was requested by Virginia 
Beach, is not even underway and 
that the Federal Transfrortation Au- 
thority has not approved any 
money yet. 

Councilman Linwood Branch III 
said that he is on record as not sup- 
porting light rail, but that this res- 
olution is not a referendum. Ik 
asked whether Virginia Beach could 
be liable for the money spent so 
far. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley, 
who resigned from the TRT board 
after four months, said that the city 
would be in the same situation if 
the citizens voted in the referendum 
to kill light rail. 

City Attorney Leslie Lilley said - 
that it was too premature to draw 
conclusions. 

If the city is going to be liable, 
Henley said, it is important to 
know that before the contract is 
study for the EIS. 

Councilman Harold. Heischober 
said that 10 years ago council by 
one vote turned down the light rail 
proposal. He said this area has to 
have som6 alternate to roads. 

He said he understood where 
Weeks was coming from, but "the 
thing that bothers me is that this 
(the resolution) has been accepted 
as approval or rejection of light 
rail." He said the resolution places 
Virginia Beach in an ambiguous 
position. 

He asked how the city can put to 
the citizens of Virginia Beach all 
the information they will need to 
make a decision. He said that the 
issue comes at a difficult time 
since the merger has not been ap- 
proved. He said he is not as enthu- 
siastic about the success of light 
rail. "What is the addition informa- 
tion they arc trjjng to develop. 

He said he knew there were a lot 
of negative attitudes toward light 
rail, more than there ever has been. 
His substitute motion to defer 
would have brought before council 
the management of TRT to find 
out where the organization is in the 
project and how much money is 
needed. 

Councilman W.W. Harrison Jr. 
said that Virginia Beach's wishes 
are not being followed now and the 



resolution would probably be ig- 
nored. 

Weeks agreed that the resolution 
was a symbolic thing. He said that 
he had been to the Capitol and 
learned that the chances of funding 
are slim or not existent. 

Harrison said the citizens were 
promised a referendum and that he 
had not perceived the overwtelm- 
ing criticism of light rail that he 
has experienced. He said that if 
Weeks were not afraid to back away 
from the commitment to a referen- 
dum, and that his intention is to 
kill light rail, to do that. 

That's when Weeks whipped out 
his resolution to kill light rail. 

Heischober said that he gets cor- 
nered wherever he goes by p«)ple 
objecting to light rail. "They don't 
want it." He said if the city doesn't 
get answers from TRT, Weeks' 
second resolution was right on. 

Councilwoman Margaret Eure 
differed, however, on the informa- 
tion, at least. She said that city 
manager James K. Spore submitted 
40 questions to TRT, asked council 
if it had more questions and re- 
ceived answers to all 40. She said 
she went over to TRT personally 
and received answers to every ques- 
tion she asked. 

"I don't want the public to be- 
lieve we don't know anything. We 
may not like what we hear; we 
may not have asked all questions, 
but we're not sitting here deaf, 
dumb and blind to TRT," she said. 

Jones said he has always been 
opposed to light rail and voted 
against going along with the re- 
search. But a commitment was 
made to enter the EIS, he said, to 
research two routes so that we 
could make an intelligent decision. 
"I don't see why we would cut off 
the process now when we're three- 
fourths there." 

He said that the project is going 
to be so expensive and the tax bur- 
den so formidable that "we cannot 
afford to do it. He said he was not 
in favor of the resolution because 
council needed to wait and get the 
information and present it to the 
public. He said he went to a civic 
league meeting attended by 200 
people and not a single pei^On was 
in favor of light rail. He said that 
maybe the city never should have 
committed to the study, but the 
process will go on and it is fruit- 
less to pass a resolution that will 
be useless. 

Weeks said that the city could be 
working on other issues. He said 
he did not think any member of the 
state legislative delegation would 
support the project.

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State of the City: Mayor shares 
vision for future quality of life

Virginia Beach's top revenue generator 
is tourism. In 1997, more than 2.2 mil- 
lion visitors came and spent almost one- 
half billion dollars. Where to go from 
here was the focus of Mayor Meyera E. 
Obemdoif s "Vision of Virginia Beach." 

Last week the Hampton Roads Cham- 
ber of Commerce presented its annual 
Virginia Beach State of the City break- 
fast where the mayor shared her vision 
for the future of the city. 

"We are fortunate," said the Mayor, 
'there are people here that have ideas and 
imagination, we have the man-made in- 
frastructure — natural assets — that 
allow us to make plans and take the steps 
to fulfill a vision: lo create a community 
for a lifetime." 

"Without tourism we would need 25 
giant, dirty open-hearth steel mills oper- 
ating 24 hours a day year round to bring 
that kind of money into the city. The 
tourism industry directly employs more 




Mayor Meyera E. Oberndorf 
than 10, 000 people and pays over $41 
million in taxes directly to the city to 
help maintain or schools and roads and 



parks and fire stations," she said. 

What Oberndorf terms "quality of life" 
is a major part of her vision to create a 
community "where you would want to 
spend the rest of your life where families 
can flourish and people can have reward- 
ing jobs, affordable homes, and a pros- 
perous community that actively pro- 
motes the intellectual growth of people." 

The mayor said that to achieve this vi- 
sion there is a cost for everyone living in 
Virginia Beach — not just financial, but 
one of lifestyle. Though the city does 
not have skyscrapers, nor is considered a 
bustling metropolis, this is a price that 
most residents are willing to pay. 

According lo the mayor, the Virginia 
Beach city government carefully and suc- 
cessfully reinvests taxpayer resources. 
Some of the investments include upgrad- 
ing and beautifying Atlantic Avenue, im- 
plementing greater hurricane' protection 
along the oceanfront, and marketing the 
city as an all-season tourist destination. 
In return, visitors spent half a billion 



dollars in 1997; $41 million of that 
money went directly to the city, and over 
one half of the city budget goes to 
schools and related youth and education 
programs. 

As a result, Virginia Beach schools are 
among the slate leaders, and are among 
the most up-to-date in the state and the 
country. "The real return is that we are 
training the leaders of tomorrow, and v«; 
can be proud of the job we are doing 
here," she added. 

In addition, Oberndorf discussed the 
success the city has recently achieved in 
bringing and retaining well-paying pro- 
fessional jobs to the city. Spearheaded 
by the GEICO expansion, Virginia Beach 
has seen more jobs and more investment 
in 1998 than in the three previous years 
put together. More than $168 million in 
capital investment and more thai 6,000 
new and retained jobs for the city.

James Ricketts, tourism development 
director, told City Council at a work.shop 
last week thai the walk should be ready 
by July I.

Fund). The $25,000 from Sprint would 
cover the cost of the names that will be 
placed on marble in the ground.

Happy days are almost here again: all 
of the March winds in the world can't 
keep spring from coming or the interior 
dike trails from re-opening lo park visi- 
tors. 



Those trails will be open to the public 
on Thursday, April I, and Embry plans 
to drive this season's first south-bound 
tram lo False Cape. 

False Cape State Park, which is located 
south of Back Bay Wildlife Refuge in the 
southeastern tip of Virginia Beach, is ac- 
cessible only by hiking, biking or by rid- 
ing the tram that operates from April I 
loOcl. 31. 

After Nov. I the interior dikes u-ails 
through the refuge close to allow the mi- 
gratory waterfowl to rest and feed undis- 
turbed, and visitors can only reach the 
park by hiking the four miles down the 
beach

Sound like thoughts that run through your 
head when you put the keys in the ignition? 

Whatever your traffic headache or tie-up is, 
it can cause a reaction of another sort: anger. 

Aggressive drivers — those who use their 
cars as virtual weapons and incite others to 
strike back while at the wheel — are a focus 
of Smart, Safe and Sober. Virginia's high- 
visibility, statewide traffic enforcement pro- 
gram. 

Through Sunday, law enforcement officials 
are stepping up their lookout for aggressive 
drivers in the Old Dominion. 

They will be on the lookout for drivers dis- 
playing anger at the wheel and using their ve- 
hicles for payback. This behavior, commonly 
known as road rage, was identified nationally 
by law enforcement in 1990^ It involves multi- 
ple offenses taking places over a series of 
miles. 

In some cases, a driver will brandish or use 
a gun or tire Iron to threaten another mo- 
torist when he perceives an action as a delib- 
erate attempt to prevent him from changing 
lanes or driving at the desired speed. 

It's a dangerous game, sometimes with fatal 
results. 

According to Lt. Col. W. Gerald Massengill of 
the Virginia State PoHce, in every year since 
1990 the AAA has tallied at least 1,500 people 
killed or injured as a result of aggressive or 
enraged driving. 

State Police warn that with crowded roads 
carrying more cars than they were built to 
handle, aggressive driving will not be tolerat- 
ed. They will also be on the lookout for mo- 
torists and their young passengers not obey- 
ing the safety belt and child safety seat laws. 
The Virginia Department of Motor Vehicles 
estimates at least 168 people per year are 
saved by proper use of these restraints. 

So be warned. Putting the pedal to the metal 
and letting temper, not common sense, drive 
the vehicle could bring blue Rights in the rear 
view mirror. Cool It. — V.E.H.

work. Not that I blame moms. They 
have just as much right to pursue a 
career as do dads. And, even more 
critically, a family needs to eat and 
have a roof over its head. 

But that was always true! What 
changed is that no longer can amiddic 
income family afford for one parent 
to stay at home and manage their 
home and reartheirchildren on a full- 
time basis. Now only families where 
one partner is a high income earner 
have that option — the very same 
families advantaged enough to hire a 
full-time nanny should both parents 
decide to work. 

As a society we benefited greatly 
when the developmental needs of our 
children were the central focus of 
community life. Juvenile crime was 
as dramatically lower as school test 
scores were higher. But America did 
not respect the valuable role played 
by the at-homc parent. In fact Ameri- 
can culture does not respect the fam- 
ily at ail. It respects the marketplace 
and the profit margin, but not the 
quality of life of its citizens. 

Why else would an entire nation sit 

quietly by for two long decades as 

wages failed to keep pace with the 

cost of living. 

According to Hampton Roads De- 



partment of Economic Development, 
the average household income in 
Hampton Roads is $38,320 a year. 
Keep in mind that household income 
nearly always represents the total in- 
come iif I wn wacc cp-""!-' ^ n annual 
gross income of $38,000 is barely 
enough to purchase a home, let alone 
buy automobiles, save for retirement 
or educate our children for the high- 
skilled economy of the Information 
Age. 

And then there is the disappear- 
ance of employee benefits, especially 
the critical health insurance coverage 
and employer pension plans. Virginia 
has the lowest workman's compen-

sation in the nation, and its enforce- 
ment record on worker rights and 
labor laws is abysmal. Virginia's 
Righl-to-Work Act alone exerts such 
downward pressure on wages that it 
insures middle income families will 
remain at a marginal survival level 
no matter how robust the economy. 
The solutions for restoring our 
middle class to mid-century prosper- 
ity are there, but the political will to 
value families and especially ourchil- 
dren is not. So long as we accept an 
economy based on a "minimum" 
rather than a "1 i vable" wage, the qual- 



ity of family life and the values it 
alone can bestow will continue to 
suffer. 

A soaring stock market (whose 
profits benefit only the upper 1 per- 
cent of our citizens) is no substitute 
for an economically-sound middle 
class. And, don't believe the myth 
that average Americans arc getting 
rich in the market. 

It's true that for the minority of 
average wage earners still fortunate 
enough to participate in employer 
pension plans, a strong market ben- 
efits their share on paper. But only 
time will tell if that pension will even 
be there when those workers retire. 
Even if it is, their pensions are based 
on income level. So, even under the 
best of circumstances, any long-term 
gain from the market will be modest 
at best. 

Meanwhile, income-strapped fami- 
lies are dominated by schedules of 
work, school and community activi- 
ties that force its members to pass 
each other like ships in the night. Our 
civilization must not be judged solely 
by the strength of its GNP, its mili- 
tary might or the stability of its insti- 
tutions. 

A republic in particular must be 
judged on the quality of life of the 
vast majority of its citizens. We need 
no greater proof of our failing grade 
in thii recard than lh<' o^ ' ^mely high 
frazzle index of the average Ameri- 
can home. 

The next time you hear moralists 
railing against the loss of values in 
American remind them that the 
hordingofanation's resources by the 
upper tenth of the society is just as 
immoral as any sin committed by our 
discouraged, overly stressed, hard- 
working masses. In fact the sin of 
greed may be more destructive since 
the number of family lives it destroys 
is much greater in number. 

To those social conservatives who 
insist that the top priority of America 
should be to strengthen its families in 
order to restore our traditional val- 
ues, I say support a livable wage for 
all hard-working Americans and put 
your money where your mouth is!

Public enemy 
number one 

I have a library filled with stories 
of the past and of the i nd i viduals who 
made those days exciting. 
Take the fat slob named Al Capone, 
for example, 
he would 
never have 
made it as a 
model for 
collar ads. 
He had a fiat 
nose, thick 
lips, a bull 
neck and a 
scar from his 
left ear to his 
lip. He liked 
to call it a war 
wound, but 
his friends 
knew it was 
the result of 
a knife fight 
in a Brook- 
lyn dance 
hall. 

Al only made the fourth grade in 
•school, but he proved that a diligent, 
dedicated man could go far without 
formal education. He came up the 
hard way: street fights, petty thefts, 
warehouse heists, rough stuff in New 
York's Five Points Gang and two 
murder raps to shake off. 

In the process, the boy from Naples 
developed a suitable boldness. A 
gangster named Johnny Torrio 
brought Al to Chicago in 1920. The 
stocky hoodlum started out as a mere 
bodyguard, but soon was put in charge 
of the Four Deuces Cafe, the South 
Wabash Avenue doiiie where Torrio 
maintained his h(-.Hr.i.'.rtprc 

Capone, then known as "Scarface" 
Al Brown, handled the cafe and other 
chores so well Torrio put him in 
charge in 1923 when the syndicate 
branched out i nto Cicero and the other 
neighboring towns tapped I'orcxploi- 
tatir<n. 

'"npone lived the life of a king until 
1929 when the Treasury Department 
decided to investigate Capone' s in- 
come taxes. They had tried for years 
to convict him but some of the smart- 
est lawyers money could buy always 
got him off. 

Finally, President Herbert Hoover 
personally became involved in the 
Capone case. He called Andrew 
Mellon, Secretary of Treasury and 
advised him that "he wanted that man 
Capone in jail." 

When word reached Capone that 
the T-men were investigating him for 
income tax evasion, he offered the 
government $4 million to settle his 
income tax delinquencies. The gov- 
ernment turned him down. 

Capone was tried for income tax 
evasion in October, 1931 and found 
guilty. He was sentenced to 1 1 years 
in prison at Atlanta and finally trans- 
ferred to Alcatraz. He was released in 
mid January 1 939, but by then he was 
a human wreck. 

He went to Florida to live out the 
rest of his life. He died at age 48 of 
syphilis of the brain. Although he is a 
dim memory to rnost Americans, in 
his day he was named public enemy 
number one by the U.S. government. 
Quite a note for a simple immigrant 
from Naples. 
Welcome to 'he real world.

"I am a firm believer that the busier I am. 
the more organized I am. I can piddle away 
an hour better than anyone, but if I'm orga- 
nized I can get so much done. I live on 
lists," she said. 

Dyer confided that she probably couldn't 
function without her trusted day planner, but 
one suspects she'd still get everything dorte 
and then some. 

Take the Virginia Beach Symphony Or- 
chestra executive directofship, for example. 
Dyer set her mind to getting the job and did, 
much like she did when pursuing the viola a 
couple of years ago after setting the instru- 
ment aside for a long time. 

"The musical aspect of my life just sort of 
got tucked away. The instrument literally 
got shoved under the bed. Every now and 
then I'd pull it out along with some music to 
make sure I could still play, but that was re- 
ally about it. However, in the back of my 
mind I always felt I'd eventually get back 
into it. It was a part of my life — just not an 
active, part of my life." Dyer said.

an interest in fourth grade to take string 
classes that Dyer took the instrument seri- 
ously again. 

"I found myself going over to school help- 
ing out fron) time to time," she said. 

That motivation was just what Dyer need- 
ed to join the Virginia Beach Symphony Or- 
chestra,' an all-volunteer group of 90 to 100 
pieces. 

Two years ago Dyer seriously pursued the 
viola again and signed on with the orches- 
tra. When she found a paid position with the 
organization was available too, she signed 
on for that as well. 

"It's weird how things happen for a reason. 
Everything has come full circle,:" she 
noted. 

Dyer feels the symphony orchestra is so 
well received in the community that it's 
"sitting on a gold mine. The potential is 
amazing." SUII, many people don't realize 
it's manned entirely by volunteers. 

"Most people know we're volunteers, but 
some don't. When Dave announces that, you 
hear a gasp. Most people are aware we're 
volunteers, but you can look out in the audi- 
ence and almost hear a collective gasp. Of 
course, there are art snobs who think that 
because we're volunteers it must equate 
that we're not good. Of course, that's bunk. 
That's pure garbage. I would venture that 
one-third of those in the symphony are 
music teachers in the school system whose 
schedules do not permit them to play profes- 
sionally." 

As the new executive director, Dyer 
brings her marketing and public relations 
talents to the position. A new goal is work- 
ing more with the schools to bring the joys 
of music to children. The challenge will be 
fitting it in with the Standards of Learning. 

"I think we can be a real good extension 
and get some core programs going," Dyer 
predicted. "The music teachers are doing a 
great job now, and I think we can be an ex- 
tension of those efforts." 

A Norfolk native, Dyer is active in her 
"adopted" Virginia Beach community. She 
attends Virginia Beach United Methodist 
Church and is vice president of the board of 
the Girl Scouts Council of the Colonial 
Coast. 

She still plays viola for the Virginia 
Beach Symphony Orchestra and is a board 
member for the local chapter of Easier 
Seals of Virginia.

"gifts," after his own health took a 
turn for the worse last year. Katsias 
lapsed into a coma following 
complications from diabetes, but 
pulled through in what a friend 
calls "the Easter miracle of 1998." 

President of the Juvenile 
Diabetes Foundation 
International since 1997, the 
former teacher labored last year 
to bring equal benefits to 
educators at the city's Adult 
Learning Center. 
He calls it his "finest moment." 
"Every Thursday for almost six 
months we met in my conference 
room. We politicked, worked 
hard and were finally rewarded. 
The teachers and assistants were 
rewarded with equal benefits that 
they had been denied for years. 
That's now in place. It's a fact 
this year and will continue to be 
a fact — it's not a one-time 
shot," he said. 

An American history and 

government teacher at the old 
Virginia Beach High School from 
1962-63, the achievement meant 
everything to Katsias. He's a 
product of Virginia Beach 
schools himself, having attended 
W.T. Cooke Elementary and the 
old Oceana and Virginia Beach 
high schools. 

Graduating from the latter in 
1955, college plans weren't 
initially in the picture. Katsias' 
mother wanted him to stay home 
and help run the family restaurant 
at the oceanfront.

During those years he also 
worked as a writer for The 
Virginia Beach Sun.

He works in the 
retail division of The Katsias 
Company and has two children 
who love visiting with their 
grandparents at their Alanton 
home. 

, The First Citizen is unabashed 
in his love for his "right arm," 
Kathy.

Tram trips beginning soon

The trams, which are operated by 
volunteers for the Back Bay 
Restoration Foundation, leave Lit- 
tle Island City Park at 9 a.m. and 
return at 12:45 p.m. 

Tram riders, who travel the slow- 
ly moving, open tram through the 
wildlife refuge to the park's contact 
station, may see snakes, turtles, 
feral pigs or horses, fox and up to 
300 species of birds. 

The tram remains at the park for 
about 90 minutes to allow visitors 
a chance to see the ocean and Back 
Bay or hike further south along the 
park's interior roads. History buffs 
can visit a graveyard and abandoned 
church site that are artifacts from 
an early twentieth-century commu- 
nity that existed in Wash Woods, a 
site about three miles south of the 
contact station. 

Back Bay Wildlife Refuge and 
False Cape State Park are located 
on a barrier spit between the ocean 
and Back Bay, and the area includes 
wilderness beaches, a massive 
duneline, a maritime forest, wet- 
lands and the bay. 

It's a beautiful place to visit, 
Embry said, but mosquitoes, biting 
flies, chilly spring winds and hot 
summer sun come with the territo- 
ry, and electricity and fresh drink- 
ing water don't. 

That's why Embry, whose 
memories of the area dale back to 
his boyhood, has some words of 
advice for first-time visitors. 
"Carry some insect repellent and 
drinking water with you, " he cau- 
tioned. "In the spring, wear warm 
clothes, and remember that it gets 
hot in the summer." 

Embry's a veteran at explaining 
the Virginia coast to novices, in- 



cluding pre-scholars. senior citizens 
and international tourists. 

"I see a lot of people from Swe- 
den, Canada, England and Asia who 
are visiting Virginia Beach on va- 
cation," he said. "And I see a lot of 
local people, too. We had a lot of 
school groups, and one pre-school 
group that was very well-behaved. 
But at least half of them are senior 
citizens." 

Many visitors have never been 
into a wilderness area before, and 
Embry often has to explain what lo 
expect from the wild animals. 
While some fear the limid feral 
hogs, while others get overly con- 
fident around poisonous snakes, he 
said. 

"When people hear (hat there are 
feral hogs down here, they think of 
them as wild hogs," he said. "You 
have lo explain thai ihcy re very 
shy, not dangerous. And some- 
limes you have lo tell people to 
walk around the snakes." 

The animals, comfortable in their 
home territory, often aren't awed by 
their human visitors and more than 
once Embry has had lo slop ihc 
tram because a slow-moving ani- 
mal was blocking his path. 

"Last year, I was taking a load of 
people down the West Dike Road, 
and there wasacoitonmouth in the 
middle of the road," Embry said. 
The snake refused lo move, even 
after Embry nudged him with his 
raincoat "and the people all got off 
of the tram lo watch. They were 
gathered around, and I had to tell 
them in a stern voice to gel back 
on." After he made sure that all of 
the passengers were safely out of 
the way, Embry managed lo get ihe 
snake off of the trail by prodding 
him with a slick. 

On another day, Embry had to 



slop the van for several female resi- 
dent Canadian geese to lead their 
young across the trail. "One 
gosling was very slow, he was just 
waddling along," Embry said, "and 
the old one stayed with him. They 
walked right down the trail, block- 
ing my path, and they weren't in 
any hurry." 

Embry, who now lives in 
Hickory in Chesapeake, grew up in 
Hampton Roads, and he can le- 
member driving down the beach to 
go duck hunting as in North Car- 
olina as-a teenager. "I've seen the 
beach change from the days that 
you could drive on it," he said, 
"and I've always been a fisherman 
and hunter so I've always felt close 
lo ihe area." 

Embry and his family also 
camped at Corova, and "I used to 
bring my four kids down to the 
refuge every Sunday during the 
summer," he said. 

Now, he volunteers at the 
wildlife refuge when he's not busy 
driving the tram. A desire to "be 
out in nature" and a fondness for 
both solitude and companionship 
motivate him to come to the 
wildfife refuge, he said. 

"I enjoy seeing the seasons 
change, and seeing the swans and 
geese in the spring," he said. "I 
enjoy the solitude, it's a chance to 
remember the fun times I've had on 
the beach with my family and 
friends. And I enjoy the people, 
loo, you get such a diversity of 
people. I meet some very interest- 
ing people." 

Reservations are recommended 
for the tram, and groups of 10 or 
more should call one week in ad- 
vance. For more information, or to 
make reservations, call 721-7666.

Native daughter comes home 
TCC inaugurates DiCroce 

New president leads college 
Into third decade of service

Dr. Deborah DiCroce begs to differ 
with Thomas Wolfe; You can go home 
again. 

And home she is — home to the city 
just a stone's throw from the 
Portsmouth Naval Hospital where she 
was bom. 

Home to where she started her distin- 
guished career in education as profes- 
sor of English at the Virginia Beach 
Campus of Tidewater Community Col- 
lege (TCC). 

Home to where she chaired the Hu- 
manities Division at the Portsmouth 
Campus, ultimately becoming its 
provost in 1985. 

After leaving here to serve as presi- 
dent of Piedmont Virginia Community 
College in Charlottesville a decade 
ago, she's just plain home. 

Few folks, though, get the kind of 
homecoming that DiCroce enjoyed Fri- 
day at the Chesapeake Conference 
Center. 

Ten months after returning to Hamp- 
ton Roads, the native daughter was in- 
augurated as president of TCC — the 
state's second largest community col- 
lege. 

"I came from you. I left as one of 
you. I return for you. It is a pleasure 



and privilege of the highest order to 
serve as your president," she said. 

DiCroce's presidency began 10 
months ago, filling the post left vacant 
by Dr. Larry Whitworth. 

"Of course, there's been much specu- 
lation out in the community about why 
the college waited 10 months to offi- 
cially welcome me back. One story 
was that the timing was all about using 
the opening of the MacAnhur Center 
last Friday as the warm-up act for this 
Friday's festivities. 

"Another has it that that the college 
was holding off until it was absolutely 
certain this 'going home' would 
work,"s he quipped. 

"Verdict in, I guess they decided to 
keep me." 

DiCroce's inauguration, making her 
the fourth president in the college's 30- 
year history, was a first for TCC. 

"Doing an inauguration and doing it 
well signals that TCC is a full partner 
in the higher education community," 
said Judy McMillan, dean of student 
services on the Chesapeake Campus 
and chair of the inaugural committee. 

Indeed, the Hampton Roads — - and 
statewide — higher education commu- 
nity was well represented. 

Platform party members included 
Stanley Waranch, chair of the college

A new beginning 

Three decades ago a new educational oppor-. 
tunlty was bom in Hampton Roads: Tidewater 
Community College. 

From its beginnings on the Frederick Cam- 
pus. TXDC has offered students the opportunity 
to better themselves and get on track to re- 
warding careers.

Norwegian delegation 
to visit Virginia Beach 



The 36th annual ceremony sur- 
rounding the historic statue, The 
Norwegian Lady, symbolizing the 
stranding of the Norwegian ship 
Dictator on March 27, 1891, will 
bring the Mayor of Moss, Norway 
to Virginia Beach. 

Mayor Greta Kant and her delega- 
tion are scheduled to arrive on 
Thursday, March 25, to take part in 
a series of events culminating with 
the laying of the wreath at the base 
of the statue on Saturday, March 
27 at 2 p.m. at the Oceanfront and 
25th Street. 

Kant and the Norwegian contin- 
gent will visit the grave site of the 
captain's wife, Johanne Jorgensen 
and their son, Carol, who perished 
in the shipwreck and are buried in 
Norfolk's Elmwood Cemetery. 
They will also visit NATO's 
Supreme Allied Command Atlantic 
headquarters in Norfolk (Norway is 
one of the 1 3 original NATO na- 
tions). 

Every year since 1962, a solemn 
ceremony has been held at the stat- 
ue in memory of those who per- 
ished on the Norwegian vessel. The 
ship was grounded just off the Vir- 
ginia Beach coastline, killing the 
captain's wife, four-year-old son 
and many of the crew members. A 
wood-carved figurehead off the Dic- 
tator's bow, which came to be 
known as the Norwegian Lady, 
washed ashcffe days after the tragedy 
and was placed in front of the 
Princess Anne Hotel on the Ocean- 
front before it became disfigured 
and removed in l%2. 

Thomas G. Baptist, a Washing- 
ton, D.C. attorney who bought a 
summer home in Virginia Beach 
and often visited the statue with his 
family, was intrigued by the origi- 
nal wooden figurehead. He lobbied 
City Council to restore the stauie, 
approached the Norwegian Em- 
bassy in Washington and wrote a 
sentimental article about the Nor- 
wegian Lady in the Norwegian 
Naval Society magazine. 

This prompted Moss. Nwway 
citizens to raise funds and commis- 
sion the building of two ictentical 
nine-foot bronze statues to be 
placed facing the orean, one on the

Virginia Beach shore lacing Nor- 
way, the other in Moss lacing Vir- 
ginia Beach. The relationship be- 
tween the two cities has grown 
into a Sister City alfiliaiion, an of- 
ficial arrangement with numerous 
Norwegian dignitaries visiting the 
city over the years and Virginia 
Beach officials visiting Moss. 

Among those scheduled to ac- 
company Mayor Kant will be Kari 
Sandmal, Moss Sister Ciiy Coordi- 
nator; Erik Bye. retired Chief of ihe 
Norwegian Broadcast Company, 
who was instrumental in arranging 
to finance the delivery oi the sculp- 
ture to Virginia Beach and allorncy 
and long-time friend of Virginia 
Beach Per Lindberg. 

Norwegian Consul Rolf 
Williams and Bill Foss, author of 
the book "Norwegian Lady and the 
Wreck of the Dictator" will join 
the Norwegian delegation when 
they arrive. Various Virginia Beach 
officials and dignitaries will be pre- 
sent for the ceremony as well as 
members of the Sons of Norway 
and other members o( the Iwal 
Norwegian community 

Every year on the anniversary of 
the shipwreck, the Ladies Auxiliary 
of the Virginia Beach Volunteer 
Fire Department, which sponsors 
Ihe event, pays homage to the Nor- 
wegian Lady and crew by releasing 
a wreath onto the ocean waves.

!J(aren Sievert: Sfie 's 'S footing Slround'

If there's one thing Karen Sievert loves, 
it's spooling around — that's "Spooling 
Around, " not fooling around. 

Most people only dream of turning their 
favorite hobby into a profession, but Sievert 
made it a reality. 

On March I, the Virginia Beach native 
and former Navy medical corpsman opened 
her quilting business in The Countryside 
Shops at The Virginia Beach Farmers Mar- 
ket. 

Sievert likes to say the enterprise was lit- 
erally bom from her closet. 

"Like many of my friends, I had a closet 
full of quill lops that desperately needed to 
be quilted. I truly loved the piecing process, 
the pattern and play of color, fabric and de- 
sign, yet hated the quilting process. It 
seemed like I was wrestling with the batted 
and backed top, and even after a short time 
quilting I needed mu.scle relaxants for my 
neck, shoulders and back!" she Said. 

Sievert figured there had to be a "better 
way," so she purchased a professional quilt 
sewing machine. Soon she was completing 
her own works, plus those of her friends in 
the Tidewater Quilters Guild. 

A quilting hobbyist, Sievert wasn't ready 
10 take the big step and turn her passion into 
a business. For some time she mulled the 
idea, even considering opening a shop with 
the help of her father. 

"But the liming wasn't right," Sievert 
said. 

Then Sicvert's father, Eari Johnson, who 
supported her in the dream to eventually 
open a quilling business, grew ill. He passed 
away early last year and Sievert — a moth- 
er of three —put the idea on Ihe backburn- 
cr. 

A special "sign" while she was out shop- 
ping for a Noah's ark sculpture to comple- 
ment a quill convinced Sievert the time was 
right to embark on a business. 

"1 came down here to The Countryside 
Shops looking for my Noah's ark and there 
was a 'For Rent' sign right there on one of 
the shops. When I opened the door there 
was nothing inside but a quilt rack. 1 thought 
this was divine intervention — and I got the 
message. 1 went home, talked to my hus- 
band and we signed the lease the next day. 
It was meant to be," Sievert said. 

With friends pitching in get the shop orga- 
nized, stocked and decorated. Spooling 
Around "evolved very quickly." On March 
1, even though battling a bad bug, Sieverfs 
dreamed shop opened to the public. 
Knocked out by the illness, she actually 
slept through her grand opening on a small 
lovescat in the corner. 
But she was there in spirit. 
Though open less than a month, business 
has been so good that Spooling Around is 
moving to a larger .space at The Countryside 
Shops. It will triple the store size.. 

The shop offers quilts for sale as well as 
consignment items such as vests, wall hang- 
ings and baby quilts. The backbone of Siev- 
ert's business is her quilting service for 
those who like to piece tops but hate bat- 
ling and quilting the whole thing together. 
Custom design work and individual con.sul- 
talions arc also available. 

One would expect Sievert to have quilted 
all her life, but she hasn't. She didn't begin 
unlil three years ago when a well-meaning 
relative suggest she pick up a new hobby 
and mentioned quilting. Sievert was hesitant 
al first. 

"But she said all 1 needed was to know 
how U) sew a straight line." she smiled. 

Sievert quickly picked up on the art. 
Within three short weeks she finished her 
first bed quilt. No wonder she says one of 
her best qualities is tenacity. 

"When I get started on something I have 
tunnel vision," she admitted. "It wasn't per- 
fect, but 1 did it!" 

Her skills have grown considerably since 
then, as evidenced by the masterful works 
she created that line the shop's walls. Her 
pride and joy, however, is a magnificent, 
award-winning rendilion of "The Pearly 
(iate" which she created in memory of her 
father. It holds a special place of honor on a 
wall behind the quilting machine. 

More than a standard "Wedding Ring" or 
"Wagon Wheel" design, the elaborate quilt 
resembles a delicate Impressionist work and 
represents hundreds of hours of labor. Quilts 
have come a long way from simple, func- 
tional pieces. 




"It used to be a quilt was just something 
you put on the bed to keep warm, but now 
they're art. Of course, they're still for the 
bed — my kids love to pull theirs off a rack 
and snuggle up in one. Then again, I have 
one that's just for the wall, too. But they're 
made to be used. Ifigure 'today's treasure, 
tomorrow's heirloom,'" she said. 

A resident of Princess Anne and graduate 
of Kellam High School., Sievert has one 
other thing about which she is passionate — 
special needs children. 

She wishes more people would consider 
adopting babies and youngsters who need 
extra love and attention. Her own three kids 
are wonderful examples. Born to drug- and 
alcohol-addicted mothers, today they're 
happy, healthy and bright-eyed children.

— so lets give 'em their due 




Out in 
Left Field

Several days ago I was leafing 
through Colonial Williamsburg's 
"Visitor's Companion," and an an- 
nouncement at the bottom of the sec- 
ond page caught my attention: "Cel- 
e b r a t e 
Black His- 
tory Month 
and 
Women's 
History 
Month." 

Accord- 
ing to the 
next line of 
the brief 
announce- 
m e n t , 
March had 
been desig- 
nated as 
Women's 
Hi story 
~~'~~^'^~~~ Month. 

I suspect 
that fact is among the best-kept se- 
crets in the nation. Imagine that. 
Women make up 5 1 percent of our 
national population and do 70 per- 
cent of the work, yet they receive 
only one-twelfth of the recognition. 
That's not quite fair, and it never has 
been equitable — right from the very 
beginning. 

It has often been said that behind 
every successful man there is a woman 
— and it's not necessarily his mother. 
, Few men in American history have 
been any more successful than George 
Washington, and his accomplish- 
ments can be directly attributed to his 
own ambition and to the support of 
his spouse, Martha Dandridge Custis 
Washington. Without her financial 
and moral support, it is highly un- 
likely that Washington would have 
achieved all that he did. 

Both Col. Washington and Martha 
Dandridge Custis were 26 when they 
met at Major Chamberlayne's resi- 
dence near West Point. Martha was 
a fabulously wealthy young widow 
with two small children. 

They apparently saw in one an- 
other everything that was attractive. 
Washington was dashing and hand- 
some; Martha was reportedly comely, 
capable, and loving. He was ambi- 
tious, and she was an attractive 
widow. She needed a father for her 
children and he wished to start a 
family. Each seemed to provide what 
the other required. 

While Martha Custis was, indeed, 
incredibly wealthy, there must have 
been more to Washington's interest 
in her than her economic assets. 
Shortly after meeting the amiable 
widow, Washington wrote that he 
believed that he had found "an agree- 
able consort for life." 

Whether it was love at first sight is 
anybody's guess. About seven 
months later, they were married at 
The White House (Custis mansion) 
on Jan, 6, 1 T.SQ, amid a huge aggrega- 
tion of relatives and friends. 

Over the ne.xt 40 years, Martha 
proved to be Washington's greatest 
asset. During the American Revolu- 
tion and hh presidency, Martha's af- 
fable manner and winning personal- 
ity made friends of Washington's 
p(ilitical opponents and smoothed the 
ruffled feathers of military allies. 

Martha had a way of making folks 
tee! comfortable. Few had anything 



negative to say about her. Even 
Abigail Adams, a woman not inclined 
to throw out compliments, described 
Martha as "one of those unassuming 
persons who creates love and esteem 
wherever she goes." 

Although she hated to travel and 
shuddered at the sound of cannon 
fire, she went up to Boston to be with 
Washington and stayed with him 
throughout the revolution in winter 
quarters at Cambridge, Morristown 
and Valley Forge. 

Throughout the revolution, Wash- 
ington and his "dear Patsy" (Martha's 
childhood nickname) exchanged let- 
ters. Although most of their letters to 
each other have been destroyed, at 
least one letter of consequence to 
Martha has survived. In that letter, 
Washington discloses to his "dear 
Patsy" that he has been appointed as 
commander-in-chief of the Continen- 
tal Army. 

Even at this moment of great ac- 
claim, Washington indicated his deep 
concern about his separation from 
her and reaffirmed his affection for 
her. He wanted to hear from her 
"own pen." Was she comfortable with 
his selection? Did she grasp the sig- 
nificance? What did she need?

Martha Washington was a woman 
of strong character: devoted to her 
family, loyal to her husband, and 
compelled by duty. Her philosophy 
of life held that "our own disposi- 
tions and not merely the outward 
circumstances of our lives determine 
our happiness." , 

When Washington married Martha 
Custis, he gained more than just her 
financial assets. He gained an indis- 
pensable partner in every sense. Their 
marriage proved to be an ideal match. 

While Washington may have been 
first in war, first in peace, and first in 
the hearts of his countrymen, Martha 
was dearly first in the heart of her 
'Old Man," as she affectionately — 
and discreetly — called him. Wash- 
ington was fully aware of the treasure 
that he had in Martha. Every day for 
forty years, he wore a miniature por- 
trait around his neck on a gold chain 
to remind him that he owed his suc- 
cess'as well as his happiness to his 
"dear Patsy." 

Shortly before her death, Martha 
— loyal to Washington's memory 
until the very end — burned their 
love letters. 

Martha Dandridge Custis Wash- 
ington was among the wwthiest of 
partners. 



College students 
lend a hand

Every year thousands of college 
students from around the country 
head to the nearest beach during 
spring break week, where they lay 
on the beach and work on their 
tans.

have included new plumbing, elec- 
trical, or gas connections and new 
structures or remodeling.

City to VDOT: Add urban 
arterials, reallocate funding

The city is requesting the Vir- 
ginia Department of Transportation 
(VDOT) to include three new urban 
arterials and one new interchange 
along Route 44 in the Common- 
wealth Transportation Board's Six- 
Year Improvement Progratfi. 

Also high on at the city's re- 
quests is a reallocation of funding 
to accelerate the schedules on Fer- 
rell Parkway Phase 11 and Holland 
Road Phase VI. 

Expectations are that the reallo- 
cated funding would come from the 
Southeastern Parkway and Green- 
belt, stalled by the city of Chesa- 
peake's failure to endorse the pro- 
ject at this time. 

In a statement prepared for 
VIX)T's reallocation hearing 
Thursday, City Engineer John 
Herzke says thai the project is still 
one of the city's highest regional 
transportation projects and that Vir- 
ginia Beach feels confident that the 
project will have strong regional 
support in the future. 

Representatives of both Virginia 
Beach and Chesapeake City Coun- 
cils are meeting to discuss the is- 
sues. 

Councilman Harold Heischobcr, 
who with councilwoman Margaret 
Eure represent the Virginia Beach 
council, said at Tuesday's work- 
shop when the preallocation re- 
quests were presented, that he is en- 
courages by the meetings. He said 
Chesapeake has given a whole lot 
of thought to the question. 

The city is asking the department 
to explore other possible sources of 
state and federal funding such as the 
National Highway Systems (NHS) 
funding to make this project a 
positive reality for the good of Vir- 
ginia Beach, the region and out-of- 
state visitors. The current Capital 
Improvement Program (CIP) 
shows $7.7 million in appropria- 
tions to date for the $58 million 
project. 

The three new urban arterials 
being r^uested are: 

■ The Princess Anne/Kemps- 
ville Road intersection study aid 
design which is currently pm- 
grammed in the CIP; Laskin Road 
Phase 11 from Birdneck Road to 
30th Street and Salem Road Phase 
II from Independence Boulevard to 
Elbow RoMl. 

■ The new interchange rmip 
system at Great Neck Road is a 
part of the ultimate Lynnhaven 



Parkway/Route 44 Interchange Im- 
provements. 

Also included in the presentation 
to VDOT are a project to provide 
extensive aesthetic improvements 
along Route 44, the need to study 
and improve the interchange ramps 
at 1-64 and Route 44, and to con- 
sider funding the costs for signage 
modifications due to Route 44's re- 
designation as 1-264. 

At Tuesday's workshop, Clarence 
WamstafT, acting directorof public 
works, said that he was confident 
of the support of the Southeastern 
Parkway in the future. 

He also said that the city wants 
to do a better job in planning roads 
by identifying opportunities to en- 
hance the appearance of the roads. 
This can be done best by studies of 
the entire corridor, such as the 
Princess Anne corridor. 

Herzke's comments also ex- 
pressed appreciation for the recon- 
struction of Salem Road "which 
will provide a vi4al transportation 
link that parallels the Princess 
Anne Road corridor, provides an al- 
ternate access to the Municipal 
Center and relives major traffic 
congestion on the old two-lane 
highway in a developing corridor." 
The project will be completed by 
June of this year. 

The city is asking that the 
Princess Anne Road/Kempsville 
Rf"^d intersection be started as a 
new project be started in the fifth 
year of the six-year plan. 

Of the Laskin RoadVhase II pro- 
ject, Herzke said that it is a major 
gateway to the resort area. 

The Salem Road Phase II project, 
extending from Independence 
Boulevard to Elbow Road, would 
provide for the southerly extension 
of the Salem Road VDOT project 
currently under construction. 

The city also wants VDOT to ad- 
vance by at least year the Princess 



Anne Road (Ferrell Parkway) pro- 
ject which is currently not sched- 
uled for construction until 2004. 
The city would have two construc- 
tion phases established to advance 
construction schedule for the seg- 
ment that is most urgently needed. 

Wamstaff said Holland Road can 
be moved from the spring of 2003 
to the fall of 2002. 

A question arose about whether 
Ferrell Parkway where it is part of 
Princess Anne Road would contin- 
ue to be referred to as Ferrell Park- 
way or would be named Princess 
Anne Road. 

Also listed as the city's highest 
priority were improvements on 
Route 44 at Witchduck Road, 
Rosemont Road and Lynnhaven 
Parkway and of these, the inter- 
change/access improvements at 
Lynnhaven Parkway are the highest 
priority. 

The city also is requesting that 
increased landsc&ping and aesthetics 
be provided along Route 44. 

Virginia Beach also has endo^ 
a VDOT proposal to construction 
an additional interchange between 
Indian River Road and Grcenlmer 
Parkway at the planned junction of 
City Line Road and Interstate 64. 

Another problem that needs to be 
addressed along 1-64, is the nrwrger 
of the west bound exit ramp 
froming from Chesapeake to east 
bound Route 44. Although the in- 
terchange is located in the city of 
Norfolk, Virginia Beach motorists, 
according to Herzke, have asked 
for some relief from the problem. 

The city also has endorsed 
VDOT's work on the TransAmeri- 
ca Corridor feasibility study which 
is expected to enhance the Route 
460 corridor and provide a major 
east-west transportation system 
frorti the West Virginia state line 
to the Atlantic Ocean.

The GTE Virginia Beach Am- 
phitheater management has agreed 
to turn down the sound during the 
1999 season, but the question re- 
mains whether two decibels will be 
enough. 

In a letter to City Manager James 
K. Spore, Mike Tabor, Cellar Door 
general manager — Cellar Door 
manages the amphitheater — said 
the management will voluntarily 
agree to impose a lower limit of 
I OOdB A (decibels) at the mex posi- 
tion for all events, lowered from 
I02dBA.That last limit also was a 
voluntary limit, said Tabor, estab- 
lished by the amphitheater in line 
widi national standards. 

Tabor said the lower limit will 
be included in all of the production 
advance information sent to the 
artists prior to the event. The new 
limit also will be an integral part 
of the pre-concert conversations 
with the artists' personnel. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker had 
requested the staff to review the is- 
sues with the consultants involved 
in the project. She also sponsored 
area residents to speak at Tuesday's 
City Council meeting. 

The theater also will continue 
other procedures to control the 
sound. These include: 

■ On all events, management 
uses the Grozier sound monitoring 
system which records dBA mea- 
surements during concerts at three 
locations; the mix position, the 
back of the lawn and the parking 
lot closest to the Salem Lakes sub- 
division. This establishes whether 
the sound limit is being violated. 

Neighbors can call a hotline 
number (631-5363) to register a 
complaint. 



If atmospheric conditions persist 
where the sound is carrying to cer- 
tain points in the neighborhoods.or 
if there are complaints, the man- 
agement discusses the potential 
problem with the band's personnel 
to try to remedy the situation. 

During the 1997 season manage- 
ment voluntarily reduced the maxi- 
mum dBA limit at the mix posi- 
tion form lOSdBA to 102dBA. 
During 1997 bafnes wereplacedon 
the outside lawn speakersystem to 
prevent sound from leaking around 
the sides of the Pavilion and the 
wifld carrying the sound into the 
Salem Lakes neighborhoods. 

A new sound system was leased 
for the 1998 sea.son that provided 
better directional control of the 
lawn sound. 

A row of Lcyland cypress trees 
was planted before the 1998 season 
on the backside of the hill near the 
Lake Plaza. 

According to Frederick C 
Schafer, F.C. Schalcr consulting, 
however, the reduction of concert 
sound within the amphitheater by 
2dB or MB may be of minimum 
benefit to the community because a 
portion of the sound levels mea- 
sured in the community is due to 
noise generated by the audience 
which is particulariy true for the 
Salem Lakes community. But the 
minimal reduction, he said, may 
have a significant impact on the 
number of groups that choose to 
perform at the amphitheater. 

Schafer has recommended that 
formal alterations to the amphithe- 
ater — estimates of the cost of 
these alterations range to $500,000 
— be delayed until the impact of 
the increased aircraft activity can be 
evaluated.

Common sense ideas 
about coping with asthma 



If you have asthma, you proba- 
bly know the fear and uncertainty 
that can accompany an asthma 
attack. But even if take your 
medication regularly, you still 
may be putting yourself at risk if 
you don't own, and use, two of 
the most important tools in ef- 
fective management of the dis- 
ease — spacers and peak flow 
meters — the "tools of the 
trade." 

"With asthma on the rise, es- 
pecially in children, the need fw 
greater patient knowledge of the 
disease and its proper manage- 
ment are necessities," said Dr. 
William Storms, a pracdcing al- 
lergist in Colorado Springs, 
Colo, and associate clinical pro- 
fessor of Medicine at the Univer- 
sity of Colorado Health Sciences 
Center in Denver. 

"Spacers and peak flow meters 
are two essential devices that I 
make sure every one of my pa- 
tients owns and knows how to 
use. For some, it can even mean 
the difference between life and 
death." 

The 1997 National Institutes 
of Health (NIH) guidelines for an 
effective asthma treatment plan 
include physicians teaching pa- 
tients essential skills of self- 
management. The guidelines 
consider inhaled corticosteroids, 
which reduce airway inflamma- 



tion, to be the most effective 
long-term therapy. Two other 
critical components of effective 
preventive therapy recommended 
by NIH include spacers and peak 
flow meters. 

A spacer, available by prescrip- 
tion only, is a chamber through 
which inhaled asthma medication 
is released. Using a spacer can 
make medication easier to take, 
more effective and can lower in- 
cidence of side effects. NIH rec- 
ommends that inhaled corticos- 
teroids be used in conjunction 
with a spacer to improve inhala- 
tion technique and reduce side ef- 
fects. In fact, one corticosteroid 
medication, Azmacort (Uimci- 
nolone acetonide) Inhalation 
Aerosol, is clinically tested aid 
approved with a built-in spacer, 
eliminating the need to purchase 
a special spacer device. 

NIH also states that self- 
monitoring, including the use of 
a peak flow meter, is an impor- 
tant part of effective asthma self- 
management. A peak flow rtteter 
is a small, portable device used 
to measure the volume of air that 
is blown out of the lungs. Peak 
flow meters, which are typically 
used twice a day or as instructed 
by a physician, can be purchased 
at most pharmacies. 

Asthma is a chronic inflamma- 
tory lung disease that, according 



to the National Heart, Lung and 
Blood Institute, affects approxi- 
mately IS million Americans, 4 
million of whom are under the 
age of 18. Asthma causes 
500,000 emergency room visits 
or hospitalizations and more than 
5,000 deaths each year. 

Studies have shown that up to 
50 percent of these visits, stays 
and fatalities could be prevented 
if patients knew more about 
available asthma medications aid 
self-management tools. 

Azmacort Inhalation Aerosol is 
indicated in the maintenance 
treatment of asthma as preven- 
tive therapy; Azmacort is not in- 
dicated for the relief of acute 
bronchospasm. In clinical trials, 
the most commonly reported side 
effects were hoarseness, dry and 
irritated throat, dry mouth, 
headache and sore throat. 

As with all inhaled bronchial 
steroids, adrenal insufficiency 
may occur when transferring pa- 
tients from systematic steroids. 

'These two simple tools — 
the spacer and peak flow meter 
— can make a world of difference 
to both the health and quality of 
life of asthma sufferers. With 
proper education and disease 
management, patients should be 
able to better manage the debili- 
tating effects of asthma," said 
Dr. Storms.

MAPP has a sp«;i- 
fic drug formulary and there is a 
maximum allowable covwage 
amount per month per patient.
